Like the Passover, Tabernacles is essentially a 
domestic festival, its principal observance, from which 
the Domestic _‘t derives its name, being the dwelling in booths. The 
Life. tendency of modern times to remove the tabernacle 

from the home to the courtyard of the synagogue, and 
to make it a congregational function, is not to be commended either from a 
religious or a historical point of view. Historically, the Succah has always 
been an abode to live in, and not a curiosity to visit on passing out of 
synagogue. Asa religious observance, it almost loses its significance if 
it does not become a dominating feature of home-life during the 
festival week. Still, if people are to cease setting up tabernacles of their 


Succoth and 


Own, a congregational symbol is, perhaps, better than nothing. At least it 


may serve to remind those who are not too well instructed in the history 
of their religion that there was a time when nearly every 
Israelite made a cheerful sacrifice of time and means_ in 
order to carry out the behests of Scripture. The simple, domestic 


lives which our fathers lived, and were happy in _ living, is 
admirably typified by the Suecah, where the family assembled 


at meals and gave expression to their gratitude for Divine goodness. The 
many preparations which the structure involved were in themselves a source 
of innocent pleasure to all concerned. Relatives and friends cheerfully 
co-operated with the members of the domestic circle in ornamenting and 
beautifying the temporary home. When all was in readiness for the 
celebration of the feast, the work on which so much loving labour had 
been bestowed gave oceasion for mutual and sincere congratulations. 
Each family took a natural pride of possession in its own Succah. The 
happy week passed all too quickly in homely festivities and the exchange 
of friendly visits. Comparing the bustling kind of life'affeected nowadays 
by people who, apparently, are never happy except when they are away 
from home and indulging in costly luxuries which leave them nothing 
to spare for such old-world delights as a Sueceah or a Lulab, the present 
seneration does not seem to have gained much by their change of habit. 
It has left them distinetly the poorer, because less cheerful than their 
forbears and less contented with their lot. The Suceah the Suceah of the 
home— conveys so many beautiful lessons touching the Divine protection of 
Israel and the loving sheltering of God's children, the charm of simple 
pleasures and the simple trusting reliance upon Faith for supreme 
happiness, that its disappearance from modern Jewish life is a thing greatly 


to be deplored. 


The interests of Jews are vitally bound up with the march of 


The Near ailairs in the Near East: and the dramatic and historic 
Eastern events unfolding in that quarter, we are afraid, portend 
Crisis. little good for our people. Speaking as Jews, we cannot 


fail to have the profoundest feelings of friendship for the new 
“Tsar” of Bulgaria. In his dealings with our coreligionists, he has 
shown himself a far more sympathetic monarch than the mightier 
Tsar of a neighbouring nation. Not only have Jewish affairs presented a 
constant and kindly attraction for him and his consort, and not only 
has Jew-baiting found no support from the Bulgarian throne, but the 
advisers of Prince Ferdinand have always exhibited a splendid energy in 
the repression of anti-Jewish disturbances, while they have gone out of 
their way to treat the Jewish population generously in the ordinary 
course of administration. Bulgarian good government in this respect 
has been a standing rebuke to Roumania and Russia, as well as a 
model of incalculable value in those disturbed and too often illiberal areas. 
A still stronger Bulgaria, therefore—assuming, of course, that the anti- 
Semitic sentiments of a section of the population would not acquire a new 
force under the enlarged conditions of national life would be a 
good thing for Jewish interests. But, we cannot ignore the danger 
which exists in the aggrandisement of this friend of our people. 
For it may be secured at the cost of some weakening of the 
influence of a still more powerful friend, in whose welfare more weighty 
Jewish interests are involved than can ever be the case in Bulgaria. 
if the strengthening of the arm of the Bulgarian Government endangers 
the new régime in Turkey, with which so many of our brightest hopes are 
intertwined, Jewish interests, we fear, will suffer a severe check. 


It is not easy at this stage to dogmatise upon the 
situation. But if it developed into war and Turkey 
were successful there would be added a new force 
to the ultra-patriotic and centralising elements in 
the State, and this might clearly be disadvantageous to Jewish subjects of 
the Sultan. An unsuccessful campaign would have a similar result,

in that. it would generate a determination to hold firmly to 


the portions of the Empire that still remain, and to fight 
shy of the autonomy principle. The defeat of the Turkish arms, 
would have in addition, the equally disastrous result of discrediting, 
perhaps irretrievably, the reform movement, and all that it means to the 
prospects, political, economic and religious,—of the Jewish inhabitants. 
Indeed, the mischief of the present situation is that even if the Turkish 
Government refrained from the arbitrament of force and contented itself with 
a mere protest, the same result would accrue, for it would then be possible 
for the reactionaries to point triumphantly to this line of action as 
a proof that the Young Turks had weakly submitted to a national 
dismemberment without even raising a finger to prevent it and to declare 
that Liberalism in Turkey spelt the disgrace and the undoing of Islam far 
more than had been the case under the ancien régime. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that the difficulties that have arisen may be adjusted by means of 
diplomacy. The speeches delivered on Wednesday night by the Prime 
Minister and the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs give some- 
It is peculiarly 
gratifying to find, from the speeches of the Ministers referred to, that 


Great Britain will exercise its power in support of Turkey under its new } 
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Constitution. England's success in this direction would’ assuredly be the 
happiest settlement of a state of affairs which as they stand possess Ominous 
elements for Jewish interests, 
| 
There is, however, yet another aspect of this grave and 
Jews and the difficult situation which particularly demands Jewish 
Roumanian attention. The main result of the Bulgarian and Austrian 
Aspect. action is to reduce the Berlin Treaty to waste paper. We 
are glad to see the stand that is being made by Great 
Britain, evidently in concert with certain other Powers, for the 
inviolability of this diplomatic instrument. It is right that a Kuropean 
compact of this kind should not be subject to unilateral violation. 
But why have the- signatories of the Treaty only just 
awakened to its infraction? The Bulgarians and _ Austrians 
are not the first to infringe the agreement. Years ago the 
Roumanian Government drove a coach and four through the Treaty, 
and, proprio motu, put an end to Arts. 43 and 44. It is impossible 
to doubt that Bulgaria, seeing another country at its very elbow, 
violating the Treaty to its heart’s content, was encouraged to follow this 
precedent in its own goodtime. If the Powers had intetvened at Bucharest 
and insisted sternly on the observance by Roumania of the clauses affect- 
ing the Jews, Bulgaria would have been given a warning which it could not 
have misunderstood. They preferred to let the Treaty be ignored ; and they 
are to-day paying the penalty of their own pusillanimity and betrayal. 
An opportunity, it seems likely, will, as a result of the happenings in the 
Near East, be afforded for reviewing the conduct not only of Bulgaria: and 
Austria, but of Roumania, too. Theopportunity thus held out is one which 
rarely falls to our lot. The Powers cannot discuss one infraction of the 
Treaty and leave another altogether unconsidered. The Jews of Europe and 
\merica who are placed in recurring difticulty by the illegal oppression of 
the Roumanian Jews, have a right to be heard on this question. Here, at 
all events, is a erisis at which a powerful representative . inter- 
national Jewish body might intervene with some effect. Unless something 
is done we are sadly afraid that the conduct of Bulgaria and Austria in 
setting the Berlin Treaty at nought will be an irresistible incentive to 
Koumania to persevere in her old attitude towards our coreligionists. 
Kvery appeal to the Treaty as guarantecing Jewish rights will be met 
by Roumanian politicians with the reminder that they are only doing what 
other Powers have done, and both the signatory Power which has torn 
up the Treaty and the Powers which acquiesced in that Act would be 
entirely out of Court. So long as the Treaty of Berlin remained aetually 
in force there always existed some tangible protection for Roumanian 
Jewry, which though frail was more or less a real safeguard to which appeal 
could always be made. The destruction of the Treaty threatens to remove 
even that one little bar which stood between our coreligionists and a cruel 
and relentless oppression. | 


The Moral Education Congress, the proceedings of which 
Moral were reported in our last week's issue, is the first inter- 


Education. ational gathering of its kind ever held. The principal 

countries in the world sent their delegates to participate 
in its proceedings, which have proved of wide general interest and are 
certain to exercise a far-reaching influence on the progress of moral instruc- 
tion here and abroad. An event of this character possesses a specifically 
Jewish interest. Rightfully may we Jews claim that the whole idea under- 
lying the Congress is contained in the Mosaic injunction: ‘And thou 
shalt teach them unto thy children.” No people can be pointed to who 
have laid such emphasis on the importance of the moral education of 
the young, and no people have shown so clear an insight into the truth that 
in this training practice must go hand-in-hand with theory. The truth is 
embodied in the famous Rabbinical maxim: ** Not exposition but action is 
the principal thing.’ All the Congress papers were in substantial agree- 
ment on this point—that moral teaching, to be effective, must be practical, 
and to be practical must be enforced by example. For the rest there was 
naturally much divergence of opinion in such a gathering. The ancient 
Hebrews insisted that “the beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord.” 
While many of the Congress authorities endorsed this doctrine by putting 
forward religion as the only sound basis of moral instruction, others were 
for divorcing ethics from theological sanctions. The different points of 
view were the subject of many papers on the Relations between Religious 
and Moral Education. It must have come as a surprise to many to find 
Prof. Felix Adler ranging himself on the side of the religionists, and even 
going so far as to suggest that the teaching of morality had better be 


undertaken by voluntary associations, since the State as such has no right 


to identify itself with any particular religious system. 


ee Inasmuch as for Jews the most authoritative text-book of 

The Bible. religious instruction is the Bible, the papers dealing with 
as Moral the Relation of the Bible to Moral Teaching are those 
Educator. which chiefly concern us, and in particular the Rev. 
Morris Joseph’s paper—the only essay read by a Jew from 


| a specially Jewish standpoint. The principal points which it emphasised 


were: (1) The Bible holds the key to the inmost shrine in the child’s 
heart because, besides being “the autobiography of human nature”’ it is 
“the biography of God”; (2) The child wants an unquestionable 
sanction for duty, and it gets that in the Bible, which, more 
than any other great book, recognises religion as an element of moral train- 
ing; (3) As there are many thing in the Bible not suitable for young 
children, it would be better not to place the book itself in their hands, but 
to assimilate its story, and give it out “ pointed and reinforced ” by the 
teacher’s own moral insight. The question that troubles many parents 
and teachers is what account they shall give to children of passages in 
Scripture which clash with the modern ethical sense. As such matters 
cannot be dealt with apart from criticism, it is desirable (4) that their study 


should be restricted to the elder children; (5) But where merely human 
character is involved, the problem, is easier, because Judaism recognises 
that no man is perfect, and is therefore prepared to recognise the faults 
and failings of even the most exalted Scriptural personages. | Of particular 
interest were Mr. Joseph’s subsequent observations, in which he made it 
clear that, in its teaching of the Bible, the Jewish community has come to 
accept the main theories of Biblical criticism. Coming from a Jewish 
minister of Mr. Joseph's standing, this is a significant statement. 

An even more striking pronouncement on this subject was 
The Church the series of papers read at the Church Congress on 
Congress. Tuesday on the “Saints of Biblical Criticism.” These 

papers have as much importance for Jews as to the 
denomination to which they were addressed, and some of them might 
conceivably have been read at a Jewish gathering. Their 
very title is significant as implying that Biblical criticism 
must be accepted by all parties as a fact, the only question being within 
what limits it shall be pursued. That such a question should be frankly 
and fearlessly discussed by a representative gathering of English divines 
-is an event of tremendous importance which Jews can no more afford to 
ignore than Christians. The Bishop of Winchester's paper, which led off the 
series, was ad outspoken defence of the literary criticism of the Bible on the | 
ground that “the recognition of a later date, of composite structure, of 
foreign influeeces, or of varied authorship do not impair the spiritual 
message of the writing,” and that “its questions are those of fact, which ° 
must be decided on their own merits by argument, and not by oficial decree, 
nor by weight of influence, however sacred.” No“ higher critic” has ever 
contended for more than this. On the other hand, the views of so com- 
petent an authority as Dr. Wace must not be passed over. The Dean 
of Canterbury holds that current theories of Biblical criticism are 
incompatible with the belief in the inspiration of Scripture, because 
in effect “they charge the authors of Seripture with a false repre- 


sentation of the facts.” Dr. Wace, however, stood practically alone 


among those who presented papers, the entire weight of argument 
being on the other side. And the argument was pushed to the 
boldest lengths by Canon Storr and Professor Birkett, both of whom main- 
tained that criticism must be pursued to its logical conelusions no matter 
what its elfects may be on the creeds of the Church. Perhaps the most 
important paper from a Jewish point of view was that of Professor Birkett, 
who applied this principle to the Pauline doctrine of the origin of sin 
and death: -“ There was no use in shirking the plain faet: they 
did not now receive St. Paul as an authority upon the origin of 
sin and death. They acted as critics of what he had to say; they feel in 
these matters that they had the right to determine how much they dould 
accept of what he taught.” Obviously, such views threaten the entire 
structure of the Pauline theology, and if that fall to the ground the merely 
dynastic differences between Christianity and Judaism will tend very con- 
siderably to diminish. Jewish opposition is not to the teachings of Jesus, 


‘ who died as he had lived aJew- but to those of Paul, who was the real 


founder of Christianity. 


| We hope that the meeting of the Shecheta Board next 
The Shecheta Monday will not separate without some tangible effort 
Dispute. being made to bring about a settlement of the dispute 
between the Board and the retail butchers. We have 
already. expressed the conviction that the quarrel is not one which 
need defy the united intelligence of a body of business men animated 
exclusive regard for the public good; and we desire strongly to 
reiterate our conviction. It way or may not. be in the power of 
the Board to crush the revolt of the retailers. What we submit is that the 
dispute is not one which should be settled, so to speak vi et armis. It is 
rather one for mutual accommodation-—for an agreement which would 
involve none of the cost of active warfare, and none of the penalties of 
victory such as discontent and the liability to fresh disturbance when the 
opportunity offers. We understand that an effort is boing made to induce 
an eminent member of the community to arbitrate in the matter, and it is 
greatly to be hoped that both parties will accept the mediation if offered. 
In particular, we look to the individual members of the Board to exercise 
their independent judgment, to waive small question of dignity, and for 
the sake of the general welfare to see that only the right and the wise 
thing is done. | 


OBITUARY. 
Dr. ABRAHAM LISSAUER. 


The death occurred yesterday week of Sanitary Councillor Dr. Abraham 
Lissauer, chief of the Berlin Anthropological Society. The deceased was born 
at Berent, West Prussia, in 1852, and was educated at the Universities of 
Berlin and Vienna. He graduated as a doctor of medicine in 1856, and prac- 
tised at Neidenberg till 1863, when he removed to Danzig. In 1892 he was 
appointed librarian of the Anthropological Society in Berlin, and curator of 
part of its collections. He was the author of a number of important works 
on anthropological and hygienic subjects. In the hygienic sphere, Lissauer 
investigated, among other matters, the purity of drinking water, soil absorp- 
tion, and the penetration of water gases.

Years ago the 
Roumanian Government drove a coach and four through the Treaty, 
and, proprio motu, put an end to Arts. 43 and 44. It is impossible 
to doubt that Bulgaria, seeing another country at its very elbow, 


violating the Treaty to its heart’s content, was encouraged to follow this — 


precedent in its own-goodtime. If the Powers had intervened at Bucharest 


and insisted sternly on the observance by Roumania of the clauses affect- . 


ing the Jews, Bulgaria would have been given a warning which it could not 
have misunderstood. They preferred to let the Treaty be ignored ; and they 
are to-day paying the penalty of their own pusillanimity and betrayal. 
An opportunity, it seems likely, will, as a result of the happenings in the 
Near East, be afforded for reviewing the conduct not only of Bulgaria and 
Austria, but of Roumanija, too. Theopportunity thus held out is one which 
rarely falls to our lot. The Powers cannot discuss one infraction of the 
Treaty and leave another altogether unconsidered. The Jews of Europe and 
America who are placed in recurring dilticulty by the illegal oppression of 
the Roumanian Jews, have a right to be heard on this question. Here, at 
all events, is a erisis at which a powerful representative  inter- 
national Jewish body might intervene with some effect. Unless something 
is done we are sadly afraid that the conduct of Bulgaria and Austria in 
setting the Berlin Treaty at nought will be an irresistible incentive to 
Roumania to persevere in her old attitude towards our coreligionists. 
Kvery appeal to the Treaty as guarantecing Jewish rights will be met 
by Roumanian politicians with the reminder that they are only doing what 
other Powers have done, and both the signatory Power which has torn 
up the Treaty and the Powers which acquiesced in that Aet would be 
entirely out of Court. So long as the Treaty of Berlin remained actually 
in force there always existed some tangible protection for Roumanian 
Jewry, which though frail was more or less a real safeguard to which appeal 
could always be made. ‘The destruction of the Treaty threatens to remove 
even that one little bar which stood between our coreligionists and a cruel 
and relentless oppression. 

The Moral Education Congress, the proceedings of which 
Moral were reported in our last week’s issue, is the first inter- 
Education. ational gathering of its kind ever held. The principal 

countries in the world sent their delegates to participate 
in its proceedings, which have proved of wide general interest and are 
certain to exercise a far-reaching influence on the progress of moral instruc- 
tion here and abroad. An event of this character possesses a specifically 
Jewish interest. Rightfully may we Jews claim that the whole idea under- 
lying the Congress is contained in the Mosaic injunction: “And thou 
shalt teach them unto thy children.” No people can be pointed to who 
have laid such emphasis on the importance of the moral education of 
the young, and no people have shown so clear an insight into the truth that 
in this training practice must go hand-in-hand with theory. The truth is 
embodied in the famous Rabbinical maxim: “ Not exposition but action is 
the principal thing.” All the Congress papers were in substantial agree- 
ment on this point—that moral teaching, to be effective, must be practical, 
and to be practical must be enforced by example. For the rest there was 
naturally much divergence of opinion in such a gathering. The ancient 
Hebrews insisted that “the beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord.” 
While many of the Congress authorities endorsed this doctrine by putting 
forward religion as the only sound basis of moral instruction, others were 
for divorcing ethics from theological sanctions. The different points of 
view were the subject of many papers on the Relations between Religious 
and Moral Education. It must have come as a surprise to many to find 
Prof. Felix Adler ranging himself on the side of the religionists, and even 
going so far as to suggest that the teaching of morality had better be 
undertaken by voluntary associations, since the State as such has no right 
to identify itself with any particular religious system.

character is involved, the problem, is easier, because Judaism recognises 
that no man is perfect, and is therefore prepared to recognise the faults 
and failings of even the most exalted Scriptural personages. Of particular 
interest were Mr. Joseph's subsequent observations, in which he made it 
clear that, in its teaching of the Bible, the Jewish community has come to 
accept the main theories of Biblical criticism.

must be decided on their own merits by argument, and not by official decree, 
nor by weight of influence, however sacred.” No “higher critic” has ever 
contended for more than this. On the other hand, the views of so com- 
petent an authority as Dr. Wace must not be passed over. The Dean 
of Canterbury holds that current theories of Biblical criticism are 
incompatible with the belief in the inspiration of Scripture, because 
in effect “they charge the authors of Seripture with a false repre- 
sentation of the facts.” Dr. Wace, however, stood practically alone 
among those who presented papers, the entire weight of argument 
being on the other side. And the argument was pushed to the 
boldest lengths by Canon Storr and Professor Birkett, both of whom main- 
tained that criticism must be pursued to its logieal conclusions no matter 
what its eifects may be on the creeds of the Church.

Dr. ABRAHAM LISSAUER.

are glad to see the stand that is being made by Great 
Britain, evidently in concert with certain other Powers, for the 
inviolability of this diplomatic instrument. It is right that a European 
compact of this kind should not be subject to unilateral violation. 
But why have the signatories of the Treaty only just 
awakened to its infraction? The Bulgarians and Austrians 
are not the first to infringe the agreement. Years ago the 
Roumanian Government drove a coach and four through the Treaty, 


and, proprio motu, put an end to Arts. 43 and 44. It is impossible 


to doubt that Bulgaria, seeing another country at its very elbow, 
violating the Treaty to its heart’s content, was encouraged to follow this 
precedent in its own goodtime. If the Powers had intervened at Bucharest 
and insisted sternly on the observance by Roumania of the clauses affect- 
ing the Jews, Bulgaria would have been given a warning which it could not 
have misunderstood. They preferred to let the Treaty be ignored ; and they 
are to-day paying the penalty of their own pusillanimity and betrayal. 
An opportunity, it seems likely, will, as a result of the happenings in the 
Near East, be afforded for reviewing the conduct not only of Bulgaria and 
Austria, but of Roumanja, too. Theopportunity thus held out is one which 
rarely falls to our lot. The Powers cannot discuss one infraction of the 
Treaty and leave another altogether unconsidered. The Jews of Europe and 
America who are placed in recurring difficulty by the illegal oppression of 
the Roumanian Jews, have a right to be heard on this question. Here, at 
all events, is a crisis at which a powerful representative inter- 
national Jewish body might intervene with some effect. Unless something 
is done we are sadly afraid that the conduct of Bulgaria and Austria in 
setting the Berlin Treaty at nought will be an irresistible incentive to 
Roumania to persevere in her old attitude towards our coreligionists. 
Kvery appeal to the.Treaty as guarantecing Jewish rights will be met 
by Roumanian politicians with the reminder that they are only doing what 
other Powers have done, and both the signatory Power which has torn 
up the Treaty and the Powers which acquiesced in that Act would be 
entirely out of Court. So long as the Treaty of Berlin remained actually 
in force there always existed some tangible protection for Roumanian 
Jewry, which though frail was more or less a real safeguard to which appeal 


could always be made. ‘The destruction of the Treaty threatens to remove . 


even that one little bar which stood between our coreligionists and a cruel 
and relentless oppression. . 

The Moral Education Congress, the proceedings of which 


Moral were reported in our last week's issue, is the first inter- 


Education. ational gathering of its kind ever held. The principal 

| countries in the world sent their delegates to participate 
in its proceedings, which have proved of wide general interest and are 
certain to exercise a far-reaching influence on the progress of moral instruc- 
tion here and abroad. An event of this character possesses a specifically 
Jewish interest. Rightfully may we Jews claim that the whole idea under- 
lying the Congress is contained in the Mosaic injunction: ‘And thou 
shalt teach them unto thy children.” No people can be pointed to who 
have laid such emphasis on the importance of the moral education of 
the young, and no people have shown so clear an insight into the truth that 
in this training practice must go hand-in-hand with theory. The truth is 
embodied in the famous Rabbinical maxim: * Not exposition but action is 
the principal thing.” All the Congress papers were in substantial agree- 
ment on this point —that moral teaching, to be effective, must be practical, 
and to be practical must be enforced by example. For the rest there was 
naturally much divergence of opinion in such a gathering. The ancient 
Hebrews insisted that “the beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord.” 
While many of the Congress authorities endorsed this doctrine by putting 
forward religion as the only sound basis of moral instruction, others were 
for divorcing ethics from theological sanctions. The different points of 
view were the subject of many papers on the Relations between Religious 
and Moral Education. It must have come as a surprise to many to find 
Prof. Felix Adler ranging himself on the side of the religionists, and even 
going so far as to suggest that the teaching of morality had better be 
undertaken by voluntary associations, since the State as such has no right 
to identify itself with any particular religious system. 


Inasmuch as for Jews the most authoritative text-book -of: 


The Bible. religious instruction is the Bible, the papers dealing with 

as Moral _ the Relation of the Bible to Moral Teaching are those 

Educator. which chiefly concern us, and in particular the Rev. 

Morris Joseph’s paper—the only essay read by a Jew from 

a specially Jewish standpoint. The principal points which it emphasised 

were: (1) The Bible holds the key to the inmost shrine in the child's 

heart because, besides being “the autobiography of human nature” it is 

“the biography of God”; (2) The child wants an unquestionable 

sanction for duty, and it gets that in the Bible, which, more 

than any other great book, recognises religion as an element of moral train- 

ing; (3) As there are many thing in the Bible not suitable for young 
children, it would be better not to place the book itself in their hands, but 
to assimilate its story, and give it out “ pointed and reinforced ” by the 
teacher’s own moral insight. The question that troubles many parents 
and teachers is what account they shall give to children of passages in 
Scripture which clash with the modern ethical sense. As such matters 
cannot be dealt with apart from criticism, it is desirable (4) that their study 


should be restricted to the elder children ;. (5) But where merely human 
character is involved, the problem, is easier, because Judaism recognises 
that no man is perfect, and is therefore prepared to recognise the faults 
and failings of even the most exalted Scriptural personages, Of particular 
interest were Mr. Joseph's subsequent observations, in which he made it 
clear that, in its teaching of the Bible, the Jewish community has come to 
accept the main theories of Biblical criticism. Coming from a Jewish 
minister of Mr. Joseph's standing, this is a significant statement. 
| An even more striking pronouncement on this subject was 
The Church the series of papers read at the Church Congress on 
Congress. Tuesday on the “Saints of Biblical Criticism.” These 
| papers have as much importance for Jews as to the 
denomination to which they were addressed, and some of them might 
conceivably have been read at a Jewish gathering. Their 
very title is significant as implying that Biblical criticism 
must be accepted by all parties as a fact, the only question being within 
what limits it shall be pursued... That such a question should be frankly 
and fearlessly discussed by a representative gathering of English divines 
is an event of tremendous importance which Jews can no more afford to 
ignore than Christians. The Bishop of Winchester’s paper, which led off the 
series, was ad outspoken defence of the literary criticism of the Bible on the 
ground that “the recognition of a later date, of composite structure, of 
foreign influeeces, or of varied authorship do not impair the spiritual 
message of the writing,” and that “its questions are those of fact, which 
must be decided on their own merits by argument, and not by oflicial decree, 
nor by weight of influence, however sacred.” No “higher critic” has ever 
contended for more than this. - On the other hand, the views of so com- 
petent an authority aS Dr. Wace must not be passed over. The Dean 
of Canterbury holds that current theories of Biblical criticism are 
incompatible with the belief in the inspiration of Scripture, because 
in effect “they charge the authors of Seripture with a false repre- 
sentation of the facts.” Dr. Wace, however, stood practically alone 
among. those who presented papers, the entire weight of argument 
being on the other side. And the argument was pushed to the 
boldest lengths by Canon Storr and Professor Birkett, both of whom main- 
tained that criticism must be pursued to its logical conclusions no matter 
what its effects may be on the creeds of the Church. Perhaps the most 
important paper from a Jewish point of view was that of Professor Birkett, 
who applied this principle to the Pauline doctrine of the origin of sin 
and death: -“ There was no use jn shirking the plain fact: they 
did not now receive St. Paul as an authority upon the origin of 
sin and death. They acted as critics of what he had to say; they feel in 
these matters that they had the right to determine how much they oould 
accept of what he taught.” Obviously, such views threaten the entire 
structure of the Pauline theology, and if that fall to the ground the merely 
dynastic differences between Christianity and Judaism will tend very con- 
siderably to diminish. Jewish opposition is not to the teachings of Jesus, 


who died as he had lived a Jew- but to those of Paul, who was the réal 
founder of Christianity. 


We hope that the meeting of the Shecheta Board next

In particular, we look to the individual members of the Board to exercise 
their independent judgment, to waive small question of dignity, and for 
the sake of the general welfare to see that only the right and the wise 
thing is done. |

ABRAHAM LISSAUER. 


The death occurred yesterday week of Sanitary Councillor Dr. Abraham 
Lissauer, chief of the berlin Anthropological Society. The deceased was born 
at Berent, West Prussia, in 1832, and was educated at the Universities of 
Berlin and Vienna. He graduated as a doctor of medicine in 1856, and prac- 
tised at Neidenberg till 1863, when he removed to Danzig. In 1892 he was 
appointed librarian of the Anthropological Society in Berlin, and curator of 
part of its collections. He was the author of a number of important works 
on anthropological and hygienic subjects. In the hygienic sphere, Lissauer 
investigated, among other matters, the purity of drinking water, soil absorp- 


tion, and the penetration of water gases.

when the service in synagogue is very long, so long, indeed, that it entails 


almost half-a-day’s fast. I never could trace the official license for the 
custom, bat there can be traced centuries back the idea that the first 
sounding of the Shofar indicated the time when some light food might be 
taken on Rosh Hashana. In my young days, at the Great Synagogue, there 
used to be a regular exodus of congregants immediately after the Shofar was 
blown. Arrangements would be made at neighbouring houses, especially at 
Raphael's coffee-house, for the provision of a cup of tea or coffee. It was 
mostly men and not women who were thus catered for. The adjournment 
referred to evidently did not last very long, and it could be devoutly hoped 
that all assemblies for prayer in our synagogues were marked by the fervour of 
the worship found in the small East End synagogues, especially among the 
women congregants. Let there be opened one of the large Machsorim used, 
as a rule, by the women in the small Chevras, over which two or three 
worshippers bend for hours in rapt devotion, and they will be found to be 
Stained by the marks of precious tears.

SEPHARDIM IN HUNGARY. 
VIENNA, October 2nd. 

Apropos of the visit of the King and Queen of Spain to Budapest the 
Hungarian Press recalls the fact that in Hungary, especially South Hungary, 
there reside a number of Judeo-Spanish families. The first immigration of 
Spanish Jews dates back to the time of Turkish domination in Hungary. The 
Sephardi Jews here, as elsewhere, have kept aloof from intercourse with the 
«)ttomans and Christians as well as the Ashkenazi Jews. By the Magyars 
they were regarded as the Jewish aristocracy. The largest Judeo-Spanish 
<olony is to be found at Temesvir. In the Temesvar Jewish cemetery one 
can still see the stone with the Latin inscription of Assael Azriel dated 
1636. Even before the Christian settlement, twelve Judeo-Spanish families 
were living in 1716 in Temesvir, and it appears that they rendered the 
authorities considerable services, for Count Wallas, Commandant of 
Temesvar, allowed them in 1736 to settle inside the fortifications, which was 
strictly prohibited to the Ashkenazi Jews. In 1760 the Sephardim were 
permitted to hold services in their synagogue according to the Sephardi 
ritual. They formed a separate congregation, as was the case later in 
other Hungarian towns. In Budapest the first Sephardi Jew was Don Izhak 
Elias, the great-grandfather of the well-known writer, Dr. Adolf Agai. The 
former's son, Don Jose Elias, was the founder of the Sephardi community in 
Budapest. which recently gave up its independence and combined 
with the general Jewish commanity. The’ Sephardi Jews in Hungary 
have been, on the whole, well-to-do, and many of them, who, it is true, 
have altered their names, occupy prominent positions. There are still, how- 
ever, Sephardi Jews in Hungary who bear the familiar names Assael, Azriel, 
Matjar (later Madzsar and Magyar}, Derera, Haim, Alealay, Albachary, 
Pereira, ete. 


A JEWISH “LUFTMENSCH” NEW STYLE. 


The question whether the famous Count Zeppelin himself dévised the 
plans for his airship or owes them to the Jewish engineer, David Schwarz, is 
exciting considerable interest among the Jewish community of Vienna, where 
he died suddenly, some time ago, in sad circumstanees in the streets, and 
where his widow and four children still reside. Frau Sehwarz is resolved to 
expose Count Zeppelin. She roundly declares that the whole of the Zeppelin 
airship was set forth tn David Sehwarz’s plans which Count Zeppelin has in 
his possession. She also asserts that between her husband (now herself as 
his legal adviser; and Count Zeppelin there exists a binding contract relating 
to the use of Schwarz's plans. Her campaign against the powerful Count is 
all the more dificult as public opinion in Germany regards the matter as an 
affair of national honour, and the population has collected large sums to 
enable Count Zeppelin to build a new airship. Jewish circles who have been 
appealed to by the friends of the Schwarz family are maintaining an attitude 
of studied reserve, firstly, because Count Zeppelin explicitly denies Frau 
Schwarz’s assertion, and secondly, because this lady with her children 
recently left the Jewish community. The matter,so faras they personally are 
eoncerned, is therefore one in which there.is no need forthe Jews greatly to 
trouble themselves. This, however, is not the case with the memory of David 
Schwarz who, chietly because he was a Jew, did not receive adequate assist- 
ance, and because the Jews have an interest in establishing the fact that a 
member of the race was among the pioneers in solving the problems of 
aviation. 

Looking at the matter from this point of view, Rabbi Dr. Grunwald, the 
well-known Jewish folk-lorist, has devoted attention to the subject. He 
usually reads papers under the auspices of the community every winter, on 
some Jewish historical subject, and this year he had chosen for his course 
“Jewish Inventors." He, therefore, was very much interested in the David 
Schwarz affair. It is a fact that David Schwarz demonstrated his machine 
before the German Government, and undertook a flight in the presence of the 
Kaiser. Dr. Grunwald regarded it as his duty to apply directly to the 
Prussian Minister of War for information. The authorities generously sent 
Dr. Grunwald a photographic copy of Schwarz’s plans with a covering letter. 
From this communication it is quite evident that the fundamental ideas of 
Count Zeppelin’s airship, and especially the more important parts, are 
identical with those of the Schwarz aeroplane. Whereas Zeppelin had 
hitherto denied any dealings with the Schwarz plans, in reply to Dr. 
Grunwald he made it clear that between him and Frau Schwarz there was 
some sort of contractual agreement. This interesting letter from Count 
Zeppelin’s representative is as follows :— 

In reply to your letter, | beg to state, on the instruction of Count Zeppelin, as 
follows: In the Press two things are probably confused with one another. When 
Count Zeppelin wanted to begin building his first airship and to order the aluminium 
from Bergsin Liidenscheit, he found that this firm had a contract with Frau Schwarz, 
which stated that Berg had to pay Frau Schwarz 10,000 marks for every airship con- 
structed on the Schwarz or other system. Zeppelin bought out the Bergs, whereas 
it is generally believed he bought the Schwarz plans. It must be emphatically stated 
that Count Zeppelin never thought of acquiring the, for him, quite useless plans of 
the late Schwarz. Major von Gross expressed doubts as to the priority of the 
Zeppelin invention, and it was this which led to the conflict. 

In reference to the assertions of Major von Gross as to the connection of 
the Zeppelin idea with the plans of Schwarz, it is known in the Schwarz 
family circle that Major von Gross was familiar with the plans of the 
deceased Jewish invention. It is stated that the application of the rigid 
system specially distinguished the Schwarz balloon. Schwarz was the first 
to devise a combination of the balloon and boat-car. A number of friends of 
the Schwarz family profess to know that the Schwarz plans came into the 
possession of Count Zeppelin. ) 

Schwarz was a self-taught man and was a merchant at Agram. His 
mathematical and physical studies enabled him to build a steerable balloon. 
He offered it first to the Austrian Government and later Germany and Russia 
became interested and financed the flights. Schwarz died as the result of a 
stroke before he had achieved complete success. A proposal is on foot to 
erect a special memorial on his grave. 


FATAL PANIC IN A SYNAGOGUE. 


_A terrible panic took place in the Jerviah Synagogue at Marmaros 
Sziget, Hungary, during a service attended by 3,000 people. A false alarm of 
fire was suddenly raised, and a stampede followed. Terrible scenes were 
witnessed at the only exit, a small door four feet wide. In the fight to get 
into the open, four people were crushed to death and about forty seriously 
injured. Several women, unable to reach the door, jumped out of the 
windows, and many of them were terribly injured. Many of the injured are 
not expected to recover.—Central News. 


The Emperor has conferred the patent of nobility on Dr. Hermann 
Fischer, a landowner at Czernowitz, in recognition of his large-hearted 
philanthropy. Dr. Fischer is the founder of the Jubilee Hospital for Children 
at Czernowitz. |

FRANCE. 
AN ECHO OF THE DREYFUS CASE. 


On September 16th, Commandant Cuignet published an article in the 
Royalist organ, Action Francaise, accusing M. Ballot Beaupre, First President 
of the Court of Cassation and the reporter for that Court on the first revision 
procedure of the Dreyfus case in 1899, of having sanctioned the application 
to that case in 1906, when it again came before the Court, of a truncated 
text of the law on revision in order to quash illegaliy the verdict of the 
Rennes Court-martial. | 

In areply published in the same journal on the 1st inst., Major Dreyfus 
seeks to prove the complete regularity of the procedure by which his 
innocence was proclaimed. He undertakes to show that the Court of Cassa- 
tion was not guilty pf falsification of a text of the law when it rehabilitated 
him without sending him before another Court-martial. He recalls the fact 
that the legal considerations now invoked by Commandant Cuignet were 
publicly discussed at length by the Court of Cassation and “ luminously 
refuted.” He concludes as follows :— 

To sum up, | was declared innocent by the plenary assembly of the highest 
magistracy of my country in consequence of a minute inquiry and a public discussion 
that brought to naught the miserable machinations of which | was the object...) . 
Neither the insults nor the sophistry of the Action Francaise can affect the intangible 
authority of that verdict. It will remain for France a page of history of which she 
may be proud, and which all civilised peoples hailed with just applause. 

A Socialist Deputy for Brest, M. Bietry, has written to the Minister of 
Justice announcing his intention to question him in the Chamber on the 
letter of Commandant Cuignet. 


A delegation from the Central Committee of the Israelitish Alliance 
waited recently on Naoum Pasha, the new Ottoman Ambassador, to welcome 
him in the name of the society. Naum Pasha thanked them heartily, and 


stated that he was well aware of the services rendered by the Alliance in 


Turkey, by spreading education and liberal ideas. Thanks to its work, the 
Israelites are able to share in the movement of regeneration which has 
raised such enthusiasm throughout the Empire. The President of the 
Alliance, M. Leven, reminded those present how Turkey had extended her 
warm sympathy to the Jewish nation ata painful period of its history, and 
had since frequently given proofs of her spirit of equity and justice. He 
added that in all the schools of the society the children were taught to love 
their country and serve it faithfully. With the way to public life now open 
to them, they would worthily fulfil their duties as citizens. Before the 
deputation left, the Ambassador promised to visit the Normal Oriental School 
that .the Alliance has founded in Paris for the education of its future 
teachers. Few things are more remarkable in the extraordinary revolution 
which has been brought about in Turkey than the harmony that has existed 
between the Young Turks and the Jews, - whose money—subscribed during 
the preceding year or two--was a large factor in contributing to the 
ultimate success of the movement.--Evening Standard, Paris correspondent. 

The Government has appointed a Commission to study the causes of the 
fire which destroyed the Central Telephone Exchange in Paris, and the 
means of preventing similar disasters. Among the members of the Com- 
mission are M. Maurice Levy,.member of the Institute of France, Inspector- 
General of Bridges and Roads, and M. Seligmann-Lui, Inspector-General of 
Posts and Telegraphs. 

Captain Brunswig, of the Ist Regiment of Dragoons, has been promoted 
Chief of Squadron. | 

At Nimes, on Sunday, the monument to the memory of the late Bernard 
Lazare was unveiled. (Great precautions were taken by the police to prevent 
disturbances which it was feared would be provoked by the Nationalists. 


GERMANY.

ROUMANIA. 


A letter to the Frankfurter Zeitung gives an account of an interesting 
trial which recently took place at Jassy. This town possesses a chemical 
institute, the director of which is M. Schumuleanu. This man is also a 
member of the Executive Committee of the anti-Semitic party in the town 
which, under the leadership of Professors Jorga and Cuza, goes to every 
extreme of brutal agitation. M. Schumuleanu was appointed by the 
Minister ‘of the Interior as Inspector of Foodstuffs in Jassy, and he 
appears to have been invested with illegal powers. The inspector confined 
his activity solely to the Jewish restaurateurs, whom he pretended to have 
found guilty of adulteration of wines and spirits, and instead of proceeding 
in a constitutional manner by taking samples and obtaining summonses 
against the alleged offenders, he resorted to the simple expedient of empty- 
ing whole casks of wine into the gutter. Indeed, the restaurateurs assert 
that he even emptied the wine from other casks than those he had sampled. 
They lodged a complaint with the Minister of the Interior, and presented him 
with a printed memorial. M. Schumuleanu brought an action for libel 
against eighty-eight Jews concerned in the memorial, and claimed enormous 
damages. He was represented in court by Professors Jorga and Cuza and a 
whole array of anti-Semitic colleagues. The court was packed with anti- 
Semites, who also picketed the precincts of the court-house and terrorised 
all the parties to the trial. The trial was adjourned, and the anti-Semites 
were furious at no immediate verdict being given in their favour. M. 
Schumuleanu accuses the judges of having been bribed. Both sides have 
asked for the case to be referred to another court. 7 


SERVIA. 


THE KING AT A SYNAGOGUE CONSECRATION. 

_Last year we recorded the fact that the King had been present at the 
laying of the foundation stone of a magnificent synagogue which was being 
built at Belgrade by the Sephardi Congregation. His Majesty has supple- 
mented this act of goodwill by attending, with all his ministers, the consecra- 
tion of the synagogue, which took place a few days before Rosh Hashana. 
The Court Band played a ‘selection of music in front of the synagogue. The 
King was welcomed by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Alkalay, in an address which 
made an excellent impression on His Majesty, who afterwards stated that 
he was delighted at the continuous development of the Jewish community. 
We may, in this connection, repeat that ever since the promulgation of the 
Berlin Treaty, the Jews in Servia have enjoyed to the full the civil and 
political rights guaranteed to them in that instrument.

NEW PROVOCATIONS. 


Tne Novoe Vremya recently circulated an allegation that the Jews had 
attacked a Real Russian restaurant at the Nicolayefiskaya Slobodka (near 
Kiefl), where they fired several shots, damaging the Tsar's portrait. Accord- 
ing to the anti-Semitic organ, the police aided the Jews in their assault, and 
arrested Real Russian members only. On the arrival of the Governor- 
General and the Public Prosecutor, the situation altered greatly. The local 
police commissioner and his deputy were dismissed on account of their 
hostility to the newly-opened branch of the Real Russians. The district 
inspector was severely censured for his failure to adopt the necessary 
measures against the Jews, and the arrested Real Russians were released. 
The Novoe Vremya added, however, that the situation still remained 
threatening. Needless to say, inquiry into the incident related by the 
Novoe Vremya has shown that the disturbances were provoked by the Black 
Hundreds (as already reported in the Jewish Chronicle), and that the 
sufferers were the Jews. It is true, however, that the local officials were 
dismissed by the Governor on account of their appeal to the fire brigade to 
help them in their combat with the armed hooligans. The whole aim of the 
anti-Semitie organ was to inflame the mob by the accusation that the Jews 
fired at the portrait of the Tsar. aaa 

The Kievlanin seconded the efforts of the Novoe Vremya, and published 
a story of an alleged Jewish armed assault on a Russian theatre at Tomashpol. 
“ The Jews,” relates the organ of the Kieff Real Russians, ‘ in their desire to 
please the Poles, attacked the actors and inflicted severe injuries on them. 
The decorations and scenery were badly damaged by the hooligans, who all 
escaped in great haste, leaving behind them a scene of destruction.” 

The anti-Semitic newspapers have not confined their attention to the 
hostility of the Jews to the Black Hundreds. They have carried their 
accusations still further. | 1t will be remembered that an armed attack on a 
train recently took place near Wilna. In many quarters the exploit was 
attributed to the Black Hundreds in their desire to induce the Government 
to abandon the projected abolition of Martial Law in Poland and the 
adjacent provinees thickly populated by Jews. The Novoe Vremya, how- 
ever, explicitly holds our coreligionists guilty of the crime, in view of the 
fact that it was accomplished on New Year's day, “apparently not to 
frighten any likely Jewish passengers on an ordinary day.’ The paper 
further asserts that the signal to rob the State treasury was given by a 
Shofar. 

THE CHOLERA AND THE HIGH FESTIVALS. 

In view of the reports circulated by the anti-Semites to the effect.that 
the Jews were responsible for the cholera, which, it was alleged they* were 
spreading by poisoning the rivers and water reservoirs, the ecclesiastical 
authorities of St. Petersburg prohibited Jewish congregations from perform- 
ing the Tashlich ceremony on New Year's day. On the advice of the doctors, 
they also permitted them to break the fast on the Day of Atonement. The 
Wilna Rabbis shortened the prayers in the synagogues, in order to allowa 
longer time for the ventilation of the buildings. Odessa, Warsaw and Mozir 
inthe province of Minsk), have been declared affected by the cholera. 

THE ODESSA COMMUNITY AND M. STOLYPIN. 

The President of the Council of the Odessa synagogues despatched a 
wire to M.Stolypin on behalf of the community, to thank the Premier for his 
energetic defence of the peace of the city. The message was sent on the eve 
of New Year’s day. Special stress was laid in it on the reign of terror that 
kept the Jews away from the synagogues a year ago for fear of disturbances, 
and on the happy change of circumstances. ‘This year the head of the com- 
munity was able to announce that “every available seat has been booked by 
our coreligionists.” Great praise was bestowed in the telegram on General 
Tolmatchetf, to whom the credit for the restoration of order is given. 
“ Thanks to the pacification of the city,’ adds the President, “thousands of 
Jews will be able to pray for His Majesty the Tsar during the High 
Festivals.” In conclusion, the community ventured to hope that Odessa 
would soon resume its normal appearance. In spite of the cessation of the 
frequent open attacks on Jews, it is hard to reconcile the message with the 
news of the boycott on Jewish traders, that has been carried on with the 
assistance of the authorities, and with the recent street fighting in Odessa. 


EDUCATIONAL NEWS. 

Count Uvaroff, the Octobrist leader, has issued a statement on the 
attitude of the Duma majority towards the: present Minister of Education. 
He annouced that the Duma will call upon the Cabinet to denounce his 
reactionary policy, and should their demand be ignored, the aeputies would 
refuse to vote educational supplies. Meanwhile, the Cabinet has left to M. 
Schwartz the question of Jewish restrictions, though it is intended to 


introduce the subject into the Duma at a later stage, on account of the © 


difference of opinion existing among the Ministers on the problem. M. 
Schwartz has lost no time in using the powers conferred upon him, and he 
issued a circular requesting his subordinates to observe the “ percentage ” 
restrictions, even in the case of Jews who are being transferred from one 
school to another, or from a lower grade section to an upper part of the 
institution. The Kieff authorities have, however, taken the welcome step of 
permitting all Jewish students, attending educational institutions there, to 
remain in the holy city without further hindrance. 

Nearly all the Jewish candidates, who submitted themselves for examina- 
tion at the Ekaterinoslav gymnasium, failed in their test, owing to the pre- 
judice of the examiners. | 

A new large commercial school has been opened at Wilna, where instruc- 
tion will be given to Jewish children in Hebrew and Jewish history. 

__ Only forty-four Jews were admitted, at the recent matriculation, to the 
Odessa University, and eighty-five te the Kieff University. 

The Jewish students excluded from the Kieff University last year fora 
period of twelve months, have been unable to gain admission into any of the 
higher educational institutions of the Empire this year. | 

The well-known Jewish technical school at Minsk will shortly be 
enlarged, and its curriculum will be widened in every respect. 


THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 

M. Dubrovin has recently received several donations from highly-placed 
personages at St. Petersburg, from Moscow merchants and from Kieff land 
proprietors. The Russkoe Znamya, which has been struggling for its 
existence for a long time, will now be enlarged considerably, owing to these 
Real Russian benefactions. | 

At the recent meeting of the Council of the Union of the Real Russians, 


_ which was attended by notorious Russian officials, it was decided to establish 


a new daily organ for the peasants and to lodge a protest against the 
hindrances placed in their way by the authorities in several provincia, 


centres, and against the confiscation of the Russkoe Znamya on a few 
occasions. 
The attempts of the Real Russians to hinder the Jews in the building of 


a synagogue at Kaneff have failed, and our coreligionists have received 
permission to continue their work. 


REPRESSION. 


Thirty-three Jews have been exiled from Lodz for belonging to the Bund. 

At the request of the Real Russians, the authorities have relieved from 
her post a Jewish teacher of the Kertch Council School. 

The Governor-General of Poland has ordered the authorities to collect 
the sum of 500,000 roubles from Jewish families’ whose sons failed to present 
themselves for military service. | 

The Governor of Poltava has refused to sanction the opening of a Hebrew 
speaking society, on the ground that the national tendencies of the latter 
may provoke anti-Jewish feelings amongst the native Russian population. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A pogrom was very nearly brought about at Shargorod (Province of 
Poltava) by a party of hooligans, who attacked the Jewish shops. 

‘The Odessa Town Council have resolved to permit the Jewish Orphan 
Asylum to retain the land presented to the institution several years ago, on 
condition that the authorities of the latter pay the Council annually a sum 
which is equal to twice the amount the Russian peasants pay for their land. 

_ It is anticipated in well-informed circles that the activity of the 
Territorialist Organisation will again be permitted in Russia in the near 
future. The subject will be discussed at the next Cabinet Council. 
_ The emigration movement from Minsk to Palestine is steadily 
increasing. 

Thirty pupils of the Minsk Agricultural school have left for the Argen- 
tine Republic. 

The Jewish Teachers’ Association has béen legalised at Kieff. The 
organisation will endeavour to solve educational problems, establish an organ 
and support morally and financially all its members. | 

It is reported that the Ministry of Commerce is preparing a scheme by 
which the restrictions of the right of residence of Jewish traders outside 
the Pale of Settlement would be relaxed. Jt is believed that the Government 
has received a number of petitions from Chambers of Commerce on behalf of 
the Jews. 

M. Anikin, a well-known deputy of the first Duma, has published a leaflet 
on the Jewish problem, in which he speaks of our coreligionists in Russia in 
the highest terms. 

M. Mitiukoff’s refusal to sign the resolution proposed at the Inter-Parlia- 
mentary Congress (which was ultimately annulled by the Executive) with 
reference to the right of appeal of oppressed nationalities to the Hague — 
Tribunal, has created a very bad impression among the Jews. aa

BALTIMORE, 25th September. 


Chicago is to have a kosher hospital. This was determined at a recent 
meeting of orthodox Jews in that city, held at B'nai Moshe Temple. The 
sum of 10,000 dols. was subscribed, and the organisation of the hospital will 
begin at once. According to the rabbis, doctors, and laymen who addressed 
the meeting, the lack of such a, hospital has caused large numbers of 
orthodox Jews either to lose their faith or die for it. The leaders of the 
80,000 orthodox Jews in Chicago expressed themselves as determined to stop 
this drain on their members and martyrdom of their coreligionists, The new 
hospital will probably be located close to the west side ghetto, where the 
majority of orthodox Jews live. The hospital will be mainly for charity patients. 
Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation in New 
York, protested publicly in a letter to the President of the Mount Sinal 
Hospital of that city against the neglect of orthodoxy in the methods of 
preparing food for its orthodox patients. The hospital authorities contend 
that the question of the diet for its patients is wholly a medical one, yet 
there is no greater test than Kashruth in connection with the laws of health 
and diet. The Jewish law is not followed as it is in Jewish hospitals abroad 
or in the Jewish wards of Christian hospitals. There is not the mental repose 
an orthodox patient has if this be true. It is hoped that Mr. Isaac Stern, 
President of the Mount Sinai Hospital, will use his influence to arouse the 
true Jewish feeling which is unfortunately too often exhibited in the conduct 
of charitable institutions. | 7 

The Rey. Maurice Fluegel, former Rabbi of the Baltimore Hebrew Con- 
gregation, scholar and philosopher, has sent a letter to Count Tolstoi, the 
Russian author, congratulating him on the advent of his eightieth birthday. 
The letter expressed Mr. Fluegel’s great admiration for the work accom- 
plished by Tolstoi among the peasants of Russia. Mr. Fluegel sent Tolstoi a 
copy of his book just published, the title of which is * The Humanity, Charity 
and Benevolence Laws of Pentateuch.” This is his second volume on the 
Biblical legislation. It will be followed by a third on Exodus and the 
Decalogue. 

The youngest man ever elected to the House of Representative is 
Congressman Harry B. Wolf, of Baltimore, who has again had the distinction 
of being renominated by the Democrats, his party. Mr. Wolf is a noted 
lawyer and has a large criminal practice. He has the reputation of 
being one of the hardest workers among the Attorneys of that city, having, it 
is said, tried nearly 2,000 cases. He started selling newspapers ‘as a boy, and 
under difliculties was able to study and receive his degree as lawyer. He is 
a self-made man and has won the respect of the community and also his 
superiors in court. 

We extract the following from the current number of the New York 
Weekly * Charities and the Commons ” :— 

There is a colony of Russian Jews situated near Hawkins, Wis., 150 miles from 
St. Paul. Minn.. which is the nearest larze town. This enterprise is the work of one 
man, John Ratteson, who was compelled to give up factory work by an accident. He 
took up peddling and going about into the country decided to make himself a 
missionary for drawing his coreligionists out of the cities and back to the soil! The 
new colony is small, but it owns $20 acres, sold on long-time payments at 10 dols. an 
acre. The new colony is co-operative in its plan and will have a co-operative store. 
Its officers. a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, and all the heads of 
families, sit as a court in case of ang dispute arising. Mr. Rattleson goes into 
Milwaukee and Sheboygan und persuades: people to come out to the new colony... He 
has thus far succeeded in getting a nucleus of ten families and says he wants only 
four more as a beginning. These peopleare working as the pioneers worked, clearing 
the land of timber and slowly beginning their planting. They will undoubtedly be 
equally successful. 

The paragraph is. somewhat obscure but it points to the successful 
beginning of yet another experiment in Jewish colonization.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


On September 2nd. an official visit was paid by Mr. Max Langermann 
M.L.C., to the‘ Max Langermann” Lodge, No. 23, of the Hebrew Order of 
Druids in this town. The occasion was the presentation of a 

Germiston. gold jewel to the Past-President of the Lodge, Mr. M. L. 
Goodman, in recognition of his services during the two consecu- 
tive periods of six months each that he occupied the Chair. Mr. Langer- 
mann was well received by the members of the Lodge bearing his name, and 
, expressed his delight at the progress made since the Lodge was founded by 


a handful of enthusiasts in November, 1906. The Lodge is now on a sound 


financial footing and has a membership of nearly one hundred, all of whom 
reside within the Germiston and Boksburg districts. Mr. Langermann was 
unanimously elected Honorary President. The present officers are: Bros. 
G. G. Freeman, Chairman; I. Shakinovsky, Vice-Chairman; B. Cohen, 
Treasurer ; J. Hersch.

THE SAMARITAN BOOK OF JOSHUA. 


ALLEGED DISCOVERY OF THE COMPILER. 

Important letters were printed in the Times on Saturday from Mr. David 
Yellin ‘in French) and Dr. A. S. Yahuda (in German), declaring that the 
Samaritan Hebrew version of the Book of Joshua, for which the Haham had 
claimed great antiquity, was actually written and compiled three years ago 
by a Samaritan named Murdjan, the son of a merchant at Nablous. 

“This Murdjan,” writes Mr. Yellin, “ although nota priest, is versed in 
Hebrew Samaritan literature, and writes Hebrew fluently. Even the priests 
turn to him when they require letters written in Hebrew. About fifteen 
vears ago he made the acquaintance of a Jewish watchmaker named Chaim 
Valosiner, whose shop faced his own. This watchmaker taught him to read 
and write in square characters and in this way he was able to read our 
Bible and other printed books in Hebrew. The watchmaker after leaving 
Nablous, still corresponded with his friend, and in 1900, on his way to Jeru- 
saleni, he had a conversation with Mr. Lunez in regard to the Samaritans. 
Mr. Lunez asked him to procure for him some interesting Samaritan books 
for his Annual, and the watchmaker told him he knew a Samaritan at 


. Nablous named Murdjan, who might be able to write for him the Book 


of Joshua of the Samaritans in Hebrew, in Samaritan and square charac- 
ters in order: to facilitate printing. Three months later, the watchmaker 
brought him the manuscript written in the two scripts. For this MS., which 
only occupied 16 small printed pages, Mr.. Lunez paid 60 franes, a 
price twenty times higher than the Samaritans ask for’ their 


copies. Murdjan thus had himself paid not as a mere copyist as 


Mr: Lunez thought he was. . . . . Three years later, when Mr. 
Lunez had published this book, I asked the High Priest to send me a copy of 
their book of Joshua, which they had in Hebrew. He replied that he did not 
know the existence of this book. Some months afterwards, when I had let 
him know that such a book had been published here, and that as this book 
was not complete I desired to possess a complete copy, he sent me a copy in 
his own writing, adding the chapters which deal with the division of 
Palestine among the tribes, and without letting me know whether it was new 
or ancient he wrote to me that he had copied it “chez” a member of his 
community. The High Priest and his family, seeing by my repeated 
demands that this book was an interesting volume commenced henceforth to 
furnish copies and sell them. It was in this way that Dr. Gaster had three 
copies from different vendors. However, they never attributed antiquity to 
the book either to other purchasers or to Dr. Gaster. | 

“ The High Priest, whose attention had been drawn by my correspondence 
to the peculiarities of the book, latterly reproached M. Murdjan for omitting 
the miracle of the sun standing still at Joshua’s bidding and for giving the 
name * Book of Joshua” to a book which did not tally at all with the Arabic 
book of Joshua of which the authority is recognised among them. (The High 
Priest calls this book by the name “Sefer Hayamim.”) Murdjan replied 
simply that he had put into His book merely what he had believed to be true, 


and that the Arabie Samaritan book called * Sifr Jusha'a” did not merit this - 


name, as it contained accounts of facts which took place before Joshua's time 


and a long time after. It was for that reason that he had seen fit to compile - 


a book dealing solely with the story of Joshua. 

“Comparing the text published by Mr. Lunez with that published by Dr. 
Gaster. which is quite the same as my copy, I see that the former was the 
first edition of this book, but after having given the copy to Mr. Luncz, 
he revised and augmented it, emphasising the phrases everywhere, 
and adding chapters for the division of Palestine among the tribes... The 
copyists, on their part, frequently changed words or letters. It was in this 
way that a book which is quite new has already several variants. 


STRIKING REPLY FROM DR. GASTER. 


Dr. Gaster replied in a letter to the Times which appeared on 
Monday last. He points out that all Eastern discoveries have to 
run the gauntlet of criticism, and that the Samaritan Pentateuch was 
challenged when first brought to Europe, and Capellus wrote a book to prove 
it was a.modern corrupted copy of the Massoretic text. This experience 
tallies with the Book of Joshua. The Haham ridicules the story about the 
watchmaker, and contends that Mr. Lunez would not have paid so higha 
price for a mere spurious modern compilation, but believed he was paying 
for a copy of an ancient MS., which he urges was actually the fact. No living 
Samaritan can write Hebrew, and Dr. Gaster says that he tested this by pay- 
ing a high price fora translation into Hebrew, in which Murdjan participated. 
“A glance at it suffices to set all doubts at rest. It is impossible Hebrew, 
seed py with which even the least smooth portion in the Book of Joshua is 
classical.” 

Dr. Gaster goes on to give evidence of want of veracity on the part of the 
Samaritans, and instances in which they have palmed off as original work 
what was merely a copy of some really ancient MS. or amulet. “ With the 
exception of the Pentateuch ” he says, “ they have in fact, never yet sold any 
complete old copy of their writings. They told me plainly that so long as 
they kept the old MSS. they would be able to make money by the sale of 
copies. .The moment they parted from them that source of income would for 

Dr. Gaster concludes :— 

The Book of Joshua is old, and can only be explained on the assumption that it is 
the old source for the Arabic translations, and is not the outcome of some modern 
wonder-working Samaritan. Dr. Yahuda, his methods and his scholarship, I cannot 
take seriously. If others have done so the greater the pity. 1 have dealt elsewhere in 
detail with the so-called philological arguments of Dr. Yahuda, and in the next issue 
of the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society with his so-called historical and literary 
evidence, which betray elementary ignorance, perverting facts, shifting his ground on 
every page, suppressing evidence which is uncomfortable, deliberately ignoring every- 
thing written by me in The Times and Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, who 
discovers a modern Arabic text of a chronicle, but refuses to find the oldest printed 
‘by Th. Guil. Joh, Juynboll, for the simple reason that the author of the oldest Arabic 
book of Joshua states unmistakably that he had translated it from the Hebrew. As 
late as the year 1688 the high priest of the Samaritans, Marhib, writes to Ludolf that 
“ they read the Law from begining to end; ” and he adds, “ we have also the book of 


Joshua, but we do not read the books of the prophets of the Jews.” The old book 


has been preserved into Hebrew form in their chronicle, as contended by me, as 
from it Murdjan and the father of Abraham the priest and high priest have copied 
successively, and the time is sure to come when the denied old original will see the 
light. For this is by no means the only book of which nothing was known outside 
which I have succeeded in discovering among them. It is humiliating to have to 
meet men so little qualified for the task which they have undertaken and to refute 
vague insinuations and uncorroborated allegations which rest on hearsay and easy- 
going credulity, not unmixed with personal animosity which blinds the eyes of the just 
and perverts the upright. Not a shred of real evidence has been adduced by either 
of these writers against the authenticity of the Book of Joshua. :

The SECRETARY read the following report of the Executive Committee :—

_ The list of the Manchester Branch contains the names of the new members, each 
contributing os., obtained at Canea (Crete) by Mr. M. S. Vivanti. a member of the 
Committee of the branch, at whose instance the Council voted £10 to the Talmud 
Torah Shool at Canea. 

Mr. E. S. Kadoorie, President of the Hong Kong Branch, has forwarded two £1 
shares of the Jewish Colonial Trust, presented by Mr. H. A. Mever. 

Lecacy.—An intimation has been -received from Melbourne that the late Mr. 
Nelson Samuel Marks, who was a member of the Committee of the branch in that 
city in its early years, has bequeathed £600 to this Association free of duty. 

JEWISH TERRITORIAL ORGANISATION.—Mr, M. A. Spielmann, as Chairman of the 
British Ito Federation, has forwarded for the information of the Council, a resolution 
passed at a public meeting in the East End of London a short time ago. 

SCHOOLS.—Pending the result of an examination which the British Consul-General 
at Beyrout has been asked to conduct, the Director of the schools asks for £10, being 
one quarter's subvention towards the cost of English instruction. The director states 
that the teacher acquits herself of her task with intelligence and devotion. The 
l.xecutive Committee recommend the grant. Letters have been received from (1) the 
Committee of Management of the Bombay school, reporting that it has started work, 
and asking for extended powers, and from (2) Mr. Haeem Samuel, definitely resign- 
ing the Presidentship. Recommendations will be submitted on the subject. 
The community at Mersina (Turkey in Europe), has applied for help to build a 
Talmud Torah school, the site of which it has purchased. The cost would be about 
15,000 francs, towards which only 1,000 francs could be raised locally. As the amount 
asked for was beyond the powers of the Association to grant, and, moreover, as the 
Jewish population only numbers 30 families. the Executive Committee recommend 
that the application be not entertained. The same recommendation is also made in 
respect to an application from the Chief Rabbi of Mossul, that this Association should 
send, at its own expense from England, a teacher of the English language. Apart 
from the cost, recent experience has shown the difficulties that beset the engagement 
of English teachers. The Chief Rabbi of Salonica has sent a strong appeal for an 
annual subvention to the English Girls School established in that city two years ago. 
and towards the opening of which the Council voted £50 as a grant for once only. 
The Executive Committee is collecting further information on the subjects. Through 
the Chief Rabbi (Dr. Adler), this Association has received an application from the 
Jewish community at Tiberias for a grant of 3,000 francs to the Talmud Torah sehool, 
at which secular instruction is given, and which the community desires to maintain in 
a State of efficiency so as to prevent Jewish children from going to missionary 
schools. The Executive Committee regret that the state of the funds do not warrant. 
them in recommending a grant. 


A grant of £10 was made to the Beyrout school, and of £500 to the 
Evelina Sehool, Jerusalem, for the last quarter of 1908. 

Considerable discussion took place in regard to the Bombay School. 
Resolutions were passed giving the local Committee the powers asked for 
and accepting the resignation of Mr. Haeem Samuel with regret. It was 
resolved to write to the local Committee recommending that the Jewish 
members should not be drawn entirely from the Beni Israel community. 


Miscellaneous. 

The financial statement showed a nominal deficit of £2 16s. 9d.; £1,000 is 
on deposit, of which £200 is due to the Education Fund. 

The President announced that the next meeting of the Council would be 
held on the 8th November, and the annual meeting of the Association on 
December 6th. 

A letter was read from the Sydney Branch announcing that they had 
appointed Mr. Neville D. Cohen as their special representative on the Council. 


WOMEN IN TRADE.—Under the auspices of the Women’s Industrial 
Council a conference on the industrial training of women and girls commenced 
its sittings at the Guildhall on Tuesday. The Lord Mayor (Sir J. C. Bell) 


attended in state to give the conference a welcome. Miss N. Adler, during a 


discussion on the trade training of girls, said that quite a disproportionate 
amount of accommodation and teaching was provided in technical and trade 
schools for men’s work, while the women's department was very often tucked 
away in a garret or the basement, and gave instruction only in household 
arts. While they recognised that domestic training was of enormous 
importance, and while many would like to see girls given a thorough training 
in domestic work, still a large number of women had to earn a living in other 
ways. Women’s industry played a great part in the economic system of the 
country, and in fairness provision ought to be made for its development. 


JEWS ON JURIES.—Judge Rentoul, K.C., and a jury had before them, on 
Tuesday, in the City of London Court, the action of Armitage v. Warshawer. Before 
the jury were sworn it was discovered that several members of the body were Jews. 
The plaintiff, Mr. Frederick Armitage, solicitor, Monument Station Buildings, sug- 
ested that in view of the fact that the defendant was a Jew, the members of the jury 
of that persuasion should be invited to retire from the jury-box, Judge Rentoul said 
he did not feel justified in asking the gentlemen referred to to retire from the case. 
He had known men to claim their own disqualification or exemption either because 
they knew one of the parties or perhaps were members of the same club or something 
of that sort. If the gentlemen now referred to chose to retire they might do so, and 
their presence in Court would be treated as service on their part. The jurymen, how- 
ever, expressed their desire to stay and try the case out. At the end of the day, the 
jury found for the plaintiff. J udge Rentoul said that he could not understand why 


objection was taken as Jews had been called on both sides and there was no religious 
dispute involved.

Austrian Jewry. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH | 
PROFESSOR LEON KELLNER. 


The distinguished Knglish scholar, Professor Leon Kellner, W a ghar 
for some time recently for the purpose of completing an importan hs ae 
“Vietorian Literature.” He stayed in the vicinity of the

Is anti-Semitism in Austria as active as ever? was my opening 
“It is no longer so acute or so aggressive as it was ten years tod oa 
the Professor, “ but it has spread over a much wider area. It has lec corked 
ostracism in towns where twenty years ago Jews and ‘can ital 
peacefully together in civic activity. For example, in 
of Austrian Silesia, if you ask a Jew whether he feels oppressed he a iia 
‘We don’t suffer from anti-Semitism at all,as we have no social intercours 
with the Gentiles.’ ”’ 

“That seems to show that the Jews are left alone by the a oie 
replied. ‘But what of the proposal recently made in the ar 
ment that the number of Jewish pupils in the high schools should be limitec 
to a certain percentage a la Russe?” 

“The proposer was an anti-Semitic free-lance, but his idea was not nee 
seriously by his party, and that is why it fell through. There can be oe e 
doubt, however, that that proposal reflects the tendency of a section of the 
anti-Semites. They are striving to bring about a complete separation of Jewish 
from Christian boys in all schools, high and low. It must be confessed that 
the Clerical party the so-called Christian Socialists —have increased in 
power, and have now a better chance of carrying out their pee eee 

How are Jews situated now with regard to public positions ? 

“Very few Jews indeed are admitted into the Civil Service; their entry 
is made as hard as possible. For example, in the secondary schools there are 
Jewish teachers but not a single Jewish headmaster. | visited the school of 
which Mr. Augustus Kahn is headmaster the other day ; his position is with- 
out parallel throughout Austria. It is also very difficult for Jews to obtain 
appointments at universities. Those of Graz and Innsbruck, where the 
German nationalist movement is so strong, are absolutely closed to Jewish 
teachers. The legal profession is very popular among Austrian Jews, but 
there has lately been some talk of introducing the numerus clausus against 
lawyers- keeping their numbers down. Of course, the proposal is really 
aimed at the Jews. Inthe army and navy, however, Jews may rise to high 
rank. A little while ago we had a Jewish general, General Schweitzer, who 
has now retired.” | 


Can you tell me something of the activity of the Jewish political club ? 

‘ Unfortunately I have not followed their movements during my absence 
from Austria. But this I can say, that the Jewish club is not ridiculed as 
people predicted it would be. On the contrary, it is taken very seriously. 
Mahler and Stand are always listened to with close attention. They and 
their colleagues have been instrumental in setting right many grievances, 
particularly the ‘ragging’ of Jewish soldiers, which was becoming too pain- 
fully frequent.” 

You are well acquainted, I think, with the conditions in Galicia ? 

“ Yes, having been born there and lived there so great a part of my life. 
The social conditions in Galicia‘are as bad as ever, but the economic conditions 
are improving because Galicia ia changing from an agricultural into an 
industrial country. It now offers a splendid opportunity to Jewish capital 
and enterprise, and there will be more employment for the working classes. 
The Poles were quick to see this; hence the great friendlinesg-they have 
been showing to Jewish capital. For example, any Jew who starts a new 
factory tending to supplant foreign imports, is subsidised by the Lemberg 
Diet. Among the industries thus concerned are sugar refining, tailoring, 


confectionery, and the manufacturing of boots, buttons, dolls, and the like. 


There can be no doubt that all this is helping to improve conditions in 
Galicia.” 


And what of the religious conditions, the devotion to the Talmud, and 
the like ? 7 | 

‘Comparatively speaking, there are few Yeshiboth left in Lemberg. The 
study of the Talmud is receding at a great rate in Galicia, however impres- 
sive it may still seem to the casual tourist. Towns like Brody, Przemysl, and 
my native place, Tarnow, used to be centres of Talmudical study, but now 
there is very little of that. You merely find there old people studying in 
the Beth Hamidrash. Again, in former times a young Talmudical scholar 
who married would live in the house of his father-in-law the first two years 
or 80. But that custom is now dying out, as the standard of life has risen 
and the young people demand more privacy and comfort.” , | 

Tell me something of the Zionist situation. Has the death of Herz! 
affected the development of the movement in any way in Austria ? 

“That event has certainly made a difference. In Herzl's time it was 
really a Zionist movement, aiming at Zion, at the creation of a Jewish settle- 
ment. What it is aiming at now is political national equality. This striving 
is absorbing the whole of its activity, it seems to me. But there is a change 
for the better likely to take place soon. 

Guard, as I may call them—who, for different reasons, mostly the force of 
personal circumstances, have kept aloof from the movement during the last 
few years, are now going to take up the task again. We are going to work 
together with the National Party. We have had several conferences with the 
Jewish members of Parliament, with very amicable results, and we hope to 
accomplish some good work. Both Kremenetzky and Schnirer, as well as

we had conferences almost every week with the Jewish Club, with t 
of uniting the old Zionists with the exponents of the new national aspira- 
tions. We also considered how to find a new platform on which we could 
work together with non-Zionists, with everybody interested in the welfare 
of the Jews as a whole. In the time of Herzl the official Jewish bodies, 
charitable and otherwise, refused to work together with Zionists. But it is 
quite different now ; we shall certainly find a common platform.” 
Then you are likely to be at the next Zionist Congress ? 


“I shall certainly be at the next Zionist Congress,” replied Professor 
Kellner, with emphasis. “I may also tell you that several of my friends in 
Austria are quietly buying land in Palestine on a large scale, in their

The Rev. A. A. Green, at the Hampstead Synagogue, made the following 
reference to assessed membership of the United Synagogue :— 


W hat is called the “ assessed membership” is more than anything else an indication 
of the utter worthlessness of so much that we permit to be recognised as Jewish 
feeling. People come to us and tell us frankly that they have ceased to be Jews 
except in reference to one thing, which, when analysed, amounts to a superstition 
pure and simple. They want no seat in synagogue, b+ cause they have no occasion to 
pray, and even this one day in the year does not appeal to them as a call for identifica- 
tion with the race and the faith. All they want is to join the Burial Society so that 
they may live as they please and be burried at Willesden. They are absolutely 


indifferent to anything and everything that we love, but they desire to present us with — 


the privilege of the disposal of their dead bodies. The synagogue sometimes musters 
up sufficient courage to hint that there is such a thing as racial duty and diffidently 
suggests that there are bright services, but they are not wanted ; that there is such a 
thing as influence of children, but this is not required. And so people take up an 
assessed membership, which the synagogue weakly allows them to think is of the 
slightest use to themselves or to the community ; and their cheques pass into the bank 
and their lives pass into the category of nothingarianism. Once this was exceptional, 
it is unfortunately on the increase day by day. Tolerance is one of the most desirable 
of virtues, and it would bea bad day for all interests concerned if it were to disappear. 
But it is possible to have common-sense as well as tolerance, and common-sense tells 
us that how people live is of more consequence than where they are buried when they 
die. Wewant people's souls when they are in their bodies, not people’s bodies when 
their souls have departed. 1t is such a mischievous principle to countenance that a 
man can live away from his communion and redeem it py burial in a Jewish cemetery, 
that it is more Jewish to assert that it would be better fora man to live as a Jew and be 


buried in a churchyard. Our great Metropolitan synagogue organisation is killing - 


its own chances by allowing itself to become a firm of undertakers, and we have yet 
to learn that Moses and the Prophets and the Psalmists had two sets of Command- 
ments and Principles, one for ordinary members of the faith, and the other especially 


_ designed for a sort of country membership with a scheme of insurance combined. 
In many respects the congregation made up by the boys and girls of the | 


Orphanage at West Norwood is different from any other in the country. The 
quaint little synagogue, complete in its appurtenances, even to the Parnassim 
box in front of the reading-desk ; the old-fashioned gallery in which sit the 
girls, well hidden from the boys in the body; everything shows the zeal of 
the orderlies, who have polished every bit of brass and copper until the 
pretty little house of prayer shines like a new building. Services at West 
Norwood, while strictly orthodox in the main, depart largely from the old- 
fashioned lineg laid down in old-fashioned times. The service is very largely 
choral, and boys and girls form a well-trained choir which joins in the familiar 
tunes of the Yom Kippur service with undiminished vigour, until the long 
wail of the Shofar sounds and sets free a crowded congregation. The holiday 
services at West Norwood have for many years been attended by a few pious 
coreligionists who live near the institution. They smilingly deprecate the 
little innovations which from time to time creep into the Norwood scheme of 
prayer, but even they, after a little time, join in the new tunes and the 
English prayers which form a conspicuous fraction of very earnest services. 


The Great Assembly Hall was already packed with worshippers of both 
sexes a8 early as seven in the morning, although it was announced that the 
services would not commence until eight o'clock. The number of female wor- 
shippers was so great that by 8.30 the Rev. B. Schewzik was Obliged to find 
accommondation for several hundred females on one side in the body of the 
hall, the male worshippers making room for their wives and sisters. Although 


Mr. Schewzik had no one to assist him everything went off in an orderly 
manner, and the decorum was exemplary. ae 
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NO JEWISH ARCHITECTURE. 

It is commonly supposed that there is a distinctly Jewish architecture, 
to which the synagogue, or temple, as it is also called, conforms in every 
particular, and to disregard which, however lightly, would be flat heresy. 
Now, there could be no greater mistake, for it is exactly the reverse of the 
truth. There is no special synagogue architecture, even if the interior 


adopts certain traditional arrangements that may be modified at pleasure. 


The Jew is too sensible and practical, especially in America, to worry about 
heresies in far more vital lines than the body of a synagogue.

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‘‘In the Desert a Highway.”' 


This phrase from Isaiah accurately describes the vast work undertaken 
by the British and Foreign Bible Society. It is an enterprise in which the 
Jewish community cannot fail to feel the profoundest interest, for its purpose 
is to place the Bible in the hands of all the races of the earth. The Society 
has now promoted the translation, printing and distribution of parts of the 
Scriptures in no less than 412 different languages. This is a noble record. 

During the past year, Mr. T. H. Darlow informs us, in the volume which 
bears the title of this note, three new versions have been added to the 


Society's list: These are. Lengua (for South America), Lu-Nyankole (for, 


Central Africa), and Hindu-Sindii (for Northern India). Lengua is spoken by 
a tribe of Indians in Paraguay. It is in some respects, we are told, a highly 
developed speech, but it also makes use of very abnormal paraphrases for 
fairly simple ideas. Thus for the number “eighteen” the Lengua term, is 
** Finished-my-hands-pass-to-my-other-foot-three.” The other two languages 
are spoken in Uganda and Sindh. Of course, the first books to be 
turned into these remote dialects are the Gospels, but the Society also con- 
cerns itself abundantly with the propagation of the Old Testament. For 
“the Bible Society exists in order that it may cireulate the Scriptures 
everywhere in the vulgar tongue, that is, in the speech which common men 
and women ean most easily understand, the speech which comes home to 
their business and bosoms.” ‘To give only one illustration, the Society does 
not rest satisfied with Cornelius Van Dyck’s version in classical Arabic, 
which first appeared in 1865. In this version the style of the Koran was 
imitated, but though it is fitted for the comprehension of the educated, there 
are many millions of Arabic-speaking people who cannot readily understand 
the classical language. Into everyone of the many modern colloquial forms of 
Arabic the Society is now turning parts of the Bible—Egypt, Morocco, Tunis, 
haveall had due attention. Complete Bibles, again, have appeared during the 
vear in three Chinese dialects, and parts in nine others. Baba Malay 
spoken in Singapore and in the Straits Settlements generally is another 
language into which the Society is translating the Scriptures. One of the latest 
of the Society’s publications has been the Old Testament in Jud:vo-Persian, 
a fine edition, beautifully printed at the Cambridge University Press. Work 
of this kind, it is true, is not done directly to serve Jews: it is for 
missionary purposes. But, indirectly, Jews are much helned, for the editions 
are quite unbiassed, and, especially in the case of the Hebrew Bibles, have 
been of enormous value to our community. 

Forsome time past, however, someof the Hebrew Bibles issued by the Society 
have shown signs of deterioration: the plates were old and much worn. 
Hence the following paragraph in Mr. T. H. Darlow’s wonderful record will 
be read with keen interest by Jews :— |

The figures given of the Society's operations are almost incredible. Yet 
it is a literal fact that during the year there have been issued over 5,688,000 
copies of the Scriptures—complete or in parts. Apart from whole Bibles, the 
most popular book after the gospels is the Psalter, for which there is an 
erormous demand in all languages. The Society itself is not missionary, but 
it is the partnerof missions. [tis no doubt the passion to spread Christianity 
among non-Christians that gives the Society its prime driving-power. Thus 
it was able to spend in one year the enormous sum of £226,493. We cannot, 
of course, expect that the very much smaller Jewish community should spend 
even a tithe of such an amount. But we fear that the community is not 
doing anything like what it should in the only missionary work possible to 
Jews--the spread of Judaism among Jews. | 

_ bat even from our own individual point of view, we have much to do 

before our situation can be called satisfactory. Even if one is prepared to 
pay a good price for a Jewish Bible he cannot easily get it in this country. 
There are many cheap editions of the Hebrew text imported from abroad 
one Can get the Pentateuch with Rashi for a shilling), but when it comes to 
translations, how stands it with the Jewish community ? Germany and France 
are well provided with Jewish Bibles; Hungary is now rapidl¥ supplying its 
local needs. But English-speaking Jews are ina state well-nigh of destitu- 
tion. Yet two or three facts fortunately enable us to take an optimistic view 
of the future. | |

But the revisers were hampered. by the con- 
ditions under which they worked. The scholars on the Revising Board were 
not able always to carry the theologians with them, and, in some cases,

Empty Stepney. 


SOME TELLING OFFICIAL STATEMENTS. 


The information which we have given from time to time as to the change 
in the housing situation in Stepney, is forcibly brought home by the agenda 
of the Stepney Borough Council of Wednesday last. In the agenda agar 
several reports of the Public Health Committee. (ne of these deals we 
the housing accommodation to be provided for the persons displace 
from Carter Street, Mile End, in order to extend the South Grove School. 

It seems that the London County Council state that they are of opinion 
that such persons will experience no difficulty in finding new accommodation 
in the neighbourhood of the site. They point out that as the result ot 
inquiries made on the 13th and [5th of June, 1908, it was found that within, 
a radius of half-a-mile of the site there were 281 vacant houses and tenements 
containing 1,173 rooms, and that the London County Council also had accom- 
modation for 48 persons at their own dwellings known as Brightlingsea 
Buildings, in Ropemaker’s Fields, Limehouse. | | 

The Public Health Committee of the Stepney Borough Council state that 
they agree with the opinion expressed by the London County Council that 
the persons displaced will have no difficulty in finding housing: accommoda- 
tion in the neighbourhood, and they do not consider it necessary or desirable 
that the London County Council should be put to the expense entailed by a 
housing scheme, having regard to the amount of vacant property in the 
district. 

The second report of the Committee deals with the provision of housing 
accommodation for persons of the working classes to be displaced in connec- 
tion with the aequisition by the County Council of part of the Fairclough 
Street site. The London County Council are authorised to acquire this site 
for educational purposes. 


According to the statement prepared by the London County Council, the 


number of persons on 15th December, 1906, occupying the houses to be 


acquired was 431, and since that date the London County Council have been 
informed by the freeholder of the greater part of the site (Mr. Joseph Donn), 
that owing to the operation of the Aliens Act and to increased facilities of 
locomotion, a very considerakle number of the houses have become unoccupied. 
From inquiries made by the London County Council between 25th June and 
13th July, 1908, as to the amount of vacant accommodation in the vicinity of 
the site, it was found that within a radius of half-a-mile there were 740 vacant 
rooms as compared with 203 rooms in the honses to be demolished. The 
London County Council, after careful consideration and enquiry, have 
come to the conclusion that it. is not necessary, in view of the amount of 
empty property in the vicinity, to provide new dwellings in lieu of those to 
be demolished, and have therefore asked the Local Government Board vo 
decide, pursuant to section 3 of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1903, 
and the schedule thereto, that a scheme under that Act may be dispensed 
with. 

The Public Health Committee confirm the opinion expressed by the 
London County Council, that the persons displaced will have no difficulty in 
finding suitable accommodation owing to the large amount of empty property 
in the Borough,as shown by the recent rate collection returns prepared 
each quarter by the Borough Treasurer. 

The third report deals with the rehousing of persons displaced from 
Piggott Street, Limehouse. The number of persons of the working classes 
affected by the acquisition of these houses is 28, and the London County 
Council state that,as the result of inquiries made by them between 20th 
June and 13th July, within a radius. of half.a mile, there were 424 rooms 
publicly advertised to be let. The result of these inquiries, say the Committee, 
is borne out by the information as to losses on: empty properties which is 
supplied to the Borough Council in the Quarterly Rate Collection Account. 


The Daily News states that the changed housing conditions date from 
before the Aliens Act.

Plague all Your Houses.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—A few weeks ago I ventured a protest in your columns against the 
faction-fighting now going on in our midst. My letter has brought several 
replies, of which the courtesies of war necessitate some notice. Let me say 
at the outset that there is not the least foundation for the allegation of Mr. 
Miltone, that | have some peculiar penchant for ‘f having at” Mr. Zangwill. 
| am totally uneonscious of any such inclination. All I am conscious of is a 


feeling of weary despair that a man like Mr. Zangwill, instead of abjuring the 


cock-pit should descend into the battle of the Liliputians and take and give 
blows like any political mannikin among them. If I have used a few hard 
expressions, as Mr. Finkenstein says, they are but the measure of my ennui. 
After all, what. is a man todo? If two members of the canine species tear 
and bark at one another on the public highway, the only means of separating 
them is a good thick stick. I borrowed a big stick from a passer-by, and laid 
about me, with similar intent. Voila tout! 

I am sorry to say, however, that the operation was not altogether a 
suceess. Here, for instance, is Mr. Miltone as full of battle as ever. He tells 
us frankly that he is out to fight the Zionists ; and no doubt the Zionists are 
ready for the fray. Iam warned not to be fastidious when a “row” is on; 
and not to grumble at such verbal cuts and thrusts as “childish pretences,” 
“ chutzpah,” “and even meshugga” (Mr. Zangwill’s description of the 
Zionists). These terms, says Mr. Miltone, are quite legitimate in a political 
controversy, “especially when uttered by amanof Mr. Zangwill’s calibre, 
and in a speech that lasted an hour-and-a-half.” This is. a pretty conceit. 
sroadly, it means, I suppose, that a man’s liberty to abuse his opponents is 
in direet ratio to his political and intellectual standing and to the length at 
which he chooses to speak. Only a W. S. Gilberts could do justice to this 
delightftl theme and work it out to its logical conclusion. 

Mr. Zangwill, himself, is not averse from more peaceful methods. He has 
contided to the interviewer for the Jewish Chronicle that he would sacrifice 
almost anything to bring about harmony with Zionists. But a preliminary 
‘pounding’ is not.always the best incentive to friendship. Mr. Zangwill 
reverses the order of the prize-ring. The pugilist shakes hands with his 
opponent first and pummels him afterwards. Mr. Zangwill pummels him first 
and expects him to shake hands afterwards. If the pugilist is a little 
illogical, Mr. Zangwill is at least a trifle unreasonable. | 

Mr. Miltone, however, is a great believer in political fisticuffs.

fight than sleep, is his theory. Better work than fight or sleep, say |. Mr. 


Miltone argues as if there were no alternative to a snore or a scrimmage. 
lle forgets that there is a third course, viz., to agree to differ and to go your 
own way in friendly rivalry. | 

Mr. Sarna is perfectly correct when he says that Ido not look for abso- 
lute unity. What one looks for is a determination on the part of all parties, 


in the absence of unanimity, to prove by actual achievement that they were 
right. 


“Sir,” said counsel for the defence, in a certain action, “ you're an ass.” | 


“Sir,” replied counsel for the prosecution, “ You're a liar.” “ And now that 
learned counsel on both sides have identified each other,” said the judge, “ let 
us proceed to business.” 

What I suggest is that the mutual indentification of Jewish protagonists 
being now complete, they should get on with their business, and not provide 
‘the dictionary with a new definition of the word “ movement ”--viz., a thing 
which never moves. 

There is, to be sure, a good deal of plausibility underlying the arguments 
of my critics. The idea at the bottom of them all seems to be that ditlerences 
and parties are a sign of life. Upon that principle Kilkenny must be a 
flourishing town, and certain felines are being basely maligned. There were 
lively differences during the siege of Jerusalem. But they only led us to the 
Spanish Inquisition and the Pale of Settlement. Is there perfect. unity 
among other nations? asks Mr. Miltone. It all depends. On questions of 
domestic policy there often is not. But on questions of foreign politics there 
usually is. Look at the absolute unanimity that prevails in England to-day 
with reference to the near Eastern crisis. The same harmony exists abroad ; 
and party zeal is sunk in regard for the common weal. The Jewish problem, 
too, is a matter of international import. It is more; it is a question of con- 
stant hostilities. The race is in a state of war in Russia and Roumania, and 
must be toujours en vedette on a half-a-dozen frontiers. At such times. other 
nations unite as one man. But Jews, it seems, instead of firing at their 
opponents are to fire insults at one another. It is pleasant to think that for 
every epigram of Mr. Zangwill or hostile speech of a Zionist orator there is 
another twitch of“ Stolypin’s necktie,” or another murder in the Russian Pale. 

What puzzles me most about the apologists for contention is their failure 
to perceive its practical effects. Mr. Sarna sees some of them clearly 
enough. It eats up our little store of energy ; it must surprise and disgust 


the Christian onlocker ; it tends to concentrate attention on mere polemics — 


instead of on the means of deliverance. But it has one effect of supreme 
importance. It alienates the Jews who belong to neither of the warring 
factions. I am astonished that Mr. Miltone has not thought of this vital 
consideration. Supposing all he says about party strife be right ; if he isa 
practical politician, he will still have to ask himself: do I stand to lose or 
gain by its perpetuation ? In one of his numerous letters he frankly states 
that “ both movements. Zionism as well as Territorialism, are still kept alive

nly by ths staunch idealists who, alas! are not great in numbers; the 
masses have lost belief and b>come almost indifferent spectators.” Quite 
true ; the balk of the community are indifferent to both “isms” (or, for that 
matter, to the rivalries of the other organisations to which I ventured to call 
attention). But does Mr. Miltone imagine that they are to be persuaded to 
take a hand in either movement as a result of the mud-slinging that is 
indulged in by the opposite parties Let him speak to the average member 
of the community, and he will find that the effect of these squabbles is not to 
attract, but to repel and disgust, the apathetic masses. The Jewish “ man in 
the street’ labels them all “a quarrelsome lot’ and turns on his heels. Has 
that no lesson for your correspondent ? 

Yet Mr. Miltone comes dashing into the arena like some regular “ broth 
of a boy,” and eries, “let us fight!” Wellletthem. lean’tstopthem. There 
may be some broken heads; but I warn them--no solution of the Jewish 
question. The shillelagh may settle some of us, it will never settle our 
problems. 
_. Mr. Sarna is good enough to hope that my interest in the Jewish question 
is not “ merely a case of the petrel attracted by the storm” ; and Mr. Miltone 
indulges in sneers at indifferentists. If the last-named gentleman means 
that | work neither at Zionism nor Itoism, | can only say that it is not my 
fault. There are no “leaders to lead" (to quote from the splendidly inspiring 
letters of * A Lover of My People”). I cannot follow a number of querulous 
and garrulous washerwomen. [ have no taste for the polities of the wash- 
tub—or the dirty linen that is perpetually soaking therein and hung out to 
dry in the market place. Prince Bismarck once declared that he did not intend 
to go to Canossa. For my humble part I do not intend to go to Donnybrook.

The Free School boys have had a good roll of successes 
this year. They are top of the First Division in the Football and Cricket 
Leagues, and were prominent at the annual sports meeting at the Memorial 
Ground, a distinction that was shared by the Girls’ Department, which 
headed the girls’ schools at the same meeting. 

FOOTBALL PITCHES.—The allocation of pitches at Stamford Hill ground 
presented difliculties owing to several clubs asking for the same spot, and 
the question was settled by ballot. Sixteen pitches have been allotted. 
More were needed, but it was impossible to meet all requirements. Subse- 


quently, an urgent application for a pitch was received from the Jewish ° 


Working Men's Club, which at present has no ground. Efforts are being made 
on its behalf by the Jewish Athletic Association, and it is hoped that the 
members will be given an opportunity later to enjoy a vigorous game with 
the leather. The clubs holding pitches at Bailey’s Lane ground are: Brady 
Street. two; Jews’ Free School Old Boys’, two; Hackney, one; Victoria, 
two; Stepney, two; Hutchison House, two: West Central Lads,two: North 
London Junior, one: South London, one: West Central Men’s, one. 
SCHOOLS’ FOOTBALL.—The Schools opened their football season last 
Friday, just seven days after the final match for the Cricket Trophy. 
Victoria Park swarmed with hundreds of eager Jewish children anxious to be 
present at the opening game. In addition to the young members of the 
crowd there was a large number of adult admirers among the habitues of the 
park standing on the touch lines. When our Jewish boys made their debut 
at Victoria Park the welcome they received from spectators could be 


described as anything but friendly. <A different condition now obtains. | 


Their weekly appearance is looked forward to and welcomed cordially. The 


spectators know the teams by name and do all they can to assist the teachers 


in keeping the fields clear. They foregather, not to jibe at the youngsters, 
but to witness good play. They show themselves interested and cheer the 
jads at their efforts. 


THE PARK PITCHES.—There has been an improvement in the arrange- 
ments this year in respect of the pitches at Victoria Park. There used to be 
a scramble for them, and the earliest boys got the best. This year the 
London County Council officers receive on Friday mornings a list of the 
matches, and each two schools are sent by an officer to an allotted pitch 
marked out and with the holes for the posts prepared. This system has given 


much satisfaction. The schools are happy. The Jewish Athletic Association 
has made the grants for fares and material. The goal posts are bright with 
new white tapes, and the lads have already entered into the enjoyment of the 
winter season. 

CLASSIFICATION OF DIVISIONS. On account of the increase in entries 
it was found necessary to divide the schools into three Divisions, instead of 
two as hitherto. That was the only way in whieh it would be possible to 
have a double round. The classification is: First Division--Berner Street, 
Commercial Street, Jews’ Free, Gravel Lane, Old Montague Street, Lower 
Chapman Street; Second Division—Cable Street, Christian Street, Deal 
Street, Dempsey Street, Old Castle Street, Stepney Jewish; Third Division—- 

Suxton Street, Blakesley Street, Myrdle Street, Rutland Street and Smith 
Street. 


THE CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP. The sixteenth and last game in the 
series for the German Chess Championship between Lasker and Tarrasch 
was played on the 30th ult.,at Munich, and won by Lasker with unexpected 
rapidity, thus securing him ultimate victory. Tarrasch opened with a Ruy 
Lopez, which later, however, developed into the Four Knights game. There 
was something of a struggle on the Queen's side, but Tarrasch was finally 
forced to sacrifice a rook. This cost him the game. Of the 16 games played 
Lasker has won 8, Tarrasch 3, and 5 have been drawn. 


SCHOOLS’ SWIMMING COMPETITIONS.—In that particular part of 
the Jewish quarter round Goulston Street, it was evident to any visitor on 
Saturday evening that an event was stirring the locality to greater excite- 
ment than even the animation caused amongst marketing folks by the day 
being the one before Erev Yom Kippur. The baths had a surging crowd of 
youngsters at every door, and at the principal one a policeman was posted to 
control entrance. At 7 o'clock the doors were closed against all comers 
except those bearing Press passes, and the intimation was given, “ house full.” 
Money was turned away. to use another theatre term. The situation was the 
result of the annual swimming competitions of the Jewish Athletic Associa- 
tion Schools’ Sections. 

THE AUDIENCE.— The audience was divided into two main classes, 
children upstairs and adults downstairs. The upstairs consisted of the low 
gallery, and this was literally packed, boys on one side and girls on the 
other, at least 300 of each. The ages ranged probably from four to fourteen, 
all burning with enthusiasm for the success of the representatives of their 
own particular school. It was quite a sight to see the little mites of girls 
who had seated themselves on the floor of the gallery, with feet dangling 
over the edges, waving handkerchiefs, programmes or straw hats to their 
schoolfellows cutting through the water, accompanying the action with shrill 
cries of encouragement or delight. 


CONTAGIOUS ENTHUSIASM.—For three hours there was no diminution 
of the intense feeling. Whichever sex happened to be competing at the 
moment there was this mixed sound of voices, piercing enough to lift the 
roof, but extremely pleasant to hear even by staid elders whose days for such 
boisterous excitement was long past. There were momentary lulls of silence 
on the sound of the whistle, which demanded quiet for the instructions to be 
given at the start of the race or for the result to be anounced. The eager- 
ness, however, was not confined to the younger folks, for the parents of com- 
petitors, and even their teachers seated along the edge of the swimming 
bath, broke out into loud cheers or vigorous hand-clapping. The entertain- 
ment justified this exhibition, for it was excellent. The long programme was 
the finals of preliminary events for which 400 children had entered, from 
sixteen boys’ schools and fifteen girls’ schools.

LIFE SAVING AND THE APPARENTLY DROWNED.—*“ The Bibero 
System of Restoring the Apparently Drowned in the Water Itself,” is the title 
of a brochure (published by Health and: Strength, 6d.) by Professor Marquis 
Bibero, the famous and aged swimmer. The small book—it only contains 
“4 pages-~is full of most useful information for those interested in restoring 
the apparently drowned. The Bibero system for life-saving does not claim 
itself to be an improvement on Dr. Silvester’s system now practiced by life- 
savers, but merely that it is often an indispensable preliminary thereto. 
All life-savers have at times experienced the bitter pangs of disappoint- 
ment at finding that life was extinct before the drowning person could be 
landed. It is in cases such as these that the Bibero system is so useful and 
calculated to save many a life, for by this system the would-be rescuer 
starts his restoration work when in the water, instead of waiting till the 
subject is brought ashore. The life-saver's first duty as set out by Mr. 
Bibero is to see that the drowning person's air-passages are free before 
attempting to return to shore. He cannot help to pump fresh air into the 
lungs while in the water itself, but he can atYeast prevent their becoming 
choked during the swim to land, thus considerably minimising the labours 
of restoring natural breathing once the victim is brought to land. The 
book, besides giving many valuable hints to swimmers, contains some four 
illustrations, one of them showing the method of * breaking free” when one 
hand has been seized by the drowning person. It also contains the rules 
recommended by the Royal Humane Society for restoring the apparently 
dead, and some notes on the Archimedean screw stroke, which, owing to the 
ease with which it can be performed and the great speed attainable thereby, 
bids fair to become the stroke of the future. It will prove a boon to the long- 
distance swimmer, inasmuch as he will be enabled to cover longer distances 
in much shorter time. | 


BOXING.—-Mr. Isaac Myrans, a well-known Manchester sportsman, has 
been selected as one of the representatives of the United Kingdom at the 
boxing contests in connection with the Olympic Games. Mr. Myrans isa 
prominent member of the Manchester Gymnastic Club, and as he has an 
excellent record in the ring he should do well in the contests.

Sik, -1 am not desirous of entering into a controversy with the Secretary 
of the Butchers’ Association on the various points raised by him in his com- 
munication to the representative of the Jewish Chronicle which appeared in 
your issue of Friday last.

I addressed a letter to the Secretary on July 22nd on behalf of the 
Eeclesiastical Authorities, forwarding the account of the cost of the damage 
and requesting its immediate settlement. That letter still remains 
unanswered.

Sik,-Our attention has been called to some sentences in a statement 
made by the Secretary of the Butchers’ Association to your representative, 
and which appears in your last issue. The sentences are as follows :— 

[ absolutely deny Lord Swaythling’s statement that a sheep had been improperly 
cut by our Shochetim. We have preserved the head in spirits to prove this. We 
challenge the Rev. N. Lipman to show our Rabbi anything in the mode of killing that 
would render the sheep unfit for food. . | 

We beg to submit in reply that on the 17th of September the Rev. S. 
Bronkhorst noticed, in passing the shop of the Association, a sheep which, in 
his opinion, was 75°93 on account of M95. He ealled the attention of 
Messrs. Renson, Gallant and Salzedo, all experienced Shochetim of many 
years’ standing. They all agreed that it had been improperly cut. They sent 
for the Rev. N. Lipman, the Chief Shochet, who, after examining it, also found 
that it was obviously 47233) 7570 because of the 73937. He went into the 
shop, called the manager, Mr. Raphael Horwitz, out, and told him that the 
sheep was T1572. The manager asked for the sheep to be pointed out to him. 
Mr. Horwitz then ordered the sheep to be taken inside, and said that he would 
immediately send it as 7516 to the Smithfield Market. Mr. Lipman proposed 
instead that, as neither he nor his colleagues were responsible for the 
Kashruth of that shop, Mr. Gerber, the Rabbi of the Association, should be 
sent for, so that he might see for himself that the sheep had not been properly 
cut. Mr. Lipman made the same request to Mr. Joseph, President of the 
Association. Mr. Joseph immediately went to fetch Mr. Gerber. As soon as 
Mr. Joseph had gone, the heads of that particular sheep and of all the other 
sheep were cut off and mixed up, which would prevent proper examination. 
Mr. Lipman protested to the manager, Mr. Horwitz, and to several butchers 
who were present, against this having been done. He nevertheless waited 
over an hour for Mr. Gerber, who did not arrive. We have since heard that 
Mr. Gerber subsequently pronounced the sheep kosher. We fail to see how 
Mr. Gerber could, under such circumstances, after the heads had been mixed 
together, decide as to the Kashruth of a particular sheep. If the head 
preserved in spirits by Mr. Gerber has been properly cut, it cannot possibly 
se the head of the sheep which the undersigned saw and which was clearly 
Trifa and Nevilah, 72235 ASW.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir, It is not my intention nor my place to intervene in the discussion 
raised by my friend and colleague, the Rev. J. F. Stern, as to the policy of 
the Federation in erecting large synagogues under its auspices in the East 
End. But Mr. J. E. Blank, in his official rejoinder to Mr. Stern's criticisms, 
offers some remarks concerning the work and opportunities of ministers in 
the East End which my position as one of the Committee of Workers among 
the Jewish Poor, acting from the Centre at Mulberry Street, does not 
permit me to pass unnoticed. 7 

What I understood Mr. Stern to say was that he deprecated the erection 
of a synagogue without adequate provision as a primary motive, for the 
performance of “parish duties” of counsel, guidance and assistance among 
the residents of the neighbourhood, whether they were members of the syna- 
gogue or not. In this I agree with Mr. Stern word for word and thought for 
thought. And I have taken the liberty of heading this letter ‘‘ The Minister and 
the Mission,” because nearly twenty years ago, when the United Synagogue's 
Kast End Scheme was under discussion in your columns, feeling strongly as 
to the work most needed and trying to exert influence from the distance of 
an obscure provincial position, | addressed some letters so headed to the 
Jewish Chronicle under the nom de plume of “An English Orthodox Jew,” 
urging that what was wanted was not bricks and mortar but the devotion 
of men's lives, that the great need was neither for a large synagogue nor 
for a synagogue at all, but for men with a mission and free scope and full 
time to pursue it. Il urged this then because | felt it, I urge it now because 
I know it. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Stern is right all along the line when he contends that 
the opening of a large synagogue (let me add, whether by Federation or 
United Svnagogue) does not, in itself, touch even the fringe of what is required 
unless it is the centre of organised and ready and capable work among the 


_ poor of the district. 


| would rather have the Rey. J. F. Stern without the East London 
Synagogue than ten East London Synagogues without Mr. Stern. 

Mr. Biank challenges us to come out from Mulberry Street and go to 
Philpot Street. Speaking for myself, | am unable to respond to his appeal. 
As it is, in Mulberry Street we are not doing all that we want, or that is 
required, but we are doing our best to make up for a glaring communal 
deticiency, and now that, thank God, there is a place where the poor ean turn 
to and know that a friend in need is to: be found ever ready and willing to 
serve, I trust that we shall remain where we are until we have established 
the principle which Mr. Stern has so consistently advocated at all times, 
viz.: that the community, as a community and not as this or that synagogue 
or rival institution, shall do for its poor what Christians do for theirs, and 
shall do it not as the fitful effort that overworked officials can snateh from 
other duties, but as the life-work of its best men. 

Mr. Blank quarrels seriously with Mr. Stern for appearing to suggest 
that members ot the Federation of Synagogues seek us at Mulberry Street. 
Whether this.is so or not I neither know nor care. We ask no questions. 
But 1 would point out to Mr. Blank that so capable and experienced an East 


End worker as he is ought to recollect that the best of the work in the 


Kast End, and certainly the work that Mr. Stern has in his mind, deals with 
those who cannot afford to belong to the Federation or any other syna- 
vogue. They have not enough for bread, they have still less for Shool-bills. 

As to his suggestion that we should go to Philpot Street and wean away 
those who stand ina long file outside the doors of the Christian Conver- 
sionist Mission Hall, I do not know whether Mr. Stern agrees with me or not, 
but I would not cross the road to take one of them away. The reason why 
the missions of the conversionists sueceed is that they have something to 
give for nothing to people who have a faith to sell. Lam not going to bid 
for people’s Judaism like an eager participant in an auction sale. If the 
conversionists offer one bottle of medicine, | am not going to offer two 
to counterbalance their one. The problems of Kast End work are compli- 
cated enough, but one thing is clear to me, and that is, that no more mis- 
chievous and mistaken policy could ever be assumed than the buying back 
of people who hawk their faith as a prize for the highest bidder. There is 
enough to do for the faithful who would rather starve than deny their 
religion.

Jews in Hungary.

Sir,—In your last issue I read with great interest the letter of Mr. M.

If only neighbouring countries would take a lesson from the 
good example they have been shown, it would not be long ere the barrier of 
prejudice and anti-Semitism was broken down and the present oppression 
was fast fading into oblivion.

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Jews and Unemployment. 


{0 THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—In the midst of all the prevailing poverty arising from unemploy- 
ment, is it not strange how little the Jewish churches are doing to ascertain 
the real cause of unemployment, or to recommend the cure ? 

It has been proved beyond any question that the chief cause of unemploy- 
ment arises from the divorce of the people from their natural rights in the 
land of their country. The few are thus by law privileged to lord it over 
the many, and the manifest purpose of the Creator is thwarted. I have 
repeatedly asked people why the synagogue should not boldly and clearly 
declare the whole counsel of God on the matter ? 

A little study of the question in the Old Testament with one’s eyes open 
would assure the most timid that he would be on safe ground and in the best 
of company. But somehow everyone whom one would expect to find anxious 
to follow Scripture teaching tells me that the subject is much too contro- 
versial, and that it would be a pity to disturb the peace and harmony of the 
religious life by giving prominence ‘to it. But what peace is there for an 
employed man with a starving family? And how can we give sleep to our 
eyes or slumber to our eyelids until we have restored to the manhood. of our 
nation the fundamental rights to which all are born? Man does not live by 
bread alone, but he must have bread all the same, and that not by charity, 
but by rights arising from the fruit of his own labour. 

A man may rightly starve through his own wilful idleness, but we have 
no right to let him starve by keeping him in enforced idleness when he is 
willing.to work. I do not mean by that that everyone who can should make 
work for the unemployed whether the work be useful or not. Something 
more fundamental is needed. Many methods have been tried to bring about 
a better condition of things, but none have had any permanent success that 


-have not recognised that one thing is needful—the right relation of the people 


to the land on which all must live. 

A Roman Catholie friend from New York, who has given great thought to 
the social question, said to me the other day that he had come to see that the 
great mistake of social reformers had been the setting up of standards of 
wealth and comfort to be enjoyed by all, that the fallacy of such proposals 
lay in the fact that wealth and comfort are not to be measured alsolutely. 
On the other hand, if we set up justice as the standard to aim at, we have at 
onee something absolute and of God. 

But what is justice? Is it not that attribute of God which is exemplitied 
when we secure to each individual that which belongs to him, and to the 
community what belongs to us all in common % In other words, the value of 
our individual labour should belong to each, and the value created by our 
corporate life should belong to us all. ? 

Now, what does our corporate life create above all other values? Is it 
not the value of the land on which we live, and move and.have our being ? 
And is not that so-called land-value in a very real sense a people value, and 
therefore a people's value ? 

One of the great weaknesses of modern religion is, | think, our poor sense 
of justice that essential perfection of God himself: and what appears to 
have greatly weakened that sense is the actual acceptation of the word 
“iniquity,” which is so frequently mentioned in the Old Testament as the 
creat sin of nations and individuals. Now, if we read the word inequity 
which it really means -we shall find many surprises and many passages 
applicable to ourselves, because we are to-day perpetuating laws and customs 
which were condemned as inequitable.

but you must begin by collecting £500, and when you have succeeded the 
oe will lend you another £500, and I will give you, to head your 
‘list, £100.” 

All the members of our small community, ladies and gentlemen, set to 
work. I saw the late Mr. F. D. Mocatta, to whom I explained the whole 
position. He at once gave me a substantial cheque, besides promising to 
honour us by laying the foundation-stone of the synagogue, on the occasion of 
which he again gave us another cheque, and to-day, thanks to the liberality 
in the first place of Lord Swaythling, the lamented Mr. Mocatta and the 


efforts of the members, the Finsbury Park Synagogue, which opened its doors | 


with a membership of a score or two, has 130 and a constantly-progressing 
career before it. 3

are hardly up to the times. 

The only measure I can suggest is the formation of a central society 
whose object should be to provide fully-equipped choristers—wmale or female, 
and adult or otherwise —(and if possible see to their training also) and 
draft them to the various synagogues where needed. | 

I shall be glad to take part in such a movement and to hear of others 
able and willing to co-eperate.

Sir,—In his very scholarly letter, Mr. Charles 3. Mabon has, it seems to 


me, despite his brilliant argument, fallen into the uncommon fallacy of 
putting “the posteron”’ or the least important: thing in “the proteron” or 
the foremost place. No-one is really opposed to instrumental musie in the 
synagogue, in the abstract, and, all other things being equal, it would be a 
most fascinating aecessory to publie worship. The difficulties, however, con- 
fronting most synagogues are not ritualistic at all; they are economie. Ido 
not now refer to the question of expense to be incurred in the installation of 
an organ: albeit, a first-class instrument might easily “eat into” a £1.000, a 
sum of money quite beyond the strength of an average synagogue. What | 
mean is this. So long as so many men are compelled, jeolens voleus, to absent 
themselves from publie worship on the Sabbath, there is not much prospec- 
tive likelihood of improved attendances on that holy day. While the novelty 
lasted, a slight numerical increase in worshippers might be anticipated. 
The *bread-earning”’ instinct being supreme, one of two things would 
assuredly come to pass. Either a slackening of attendance on the Sabbath 
would begin to show itself once more, and the synagogue would be saddled 
with a needless burden of debt without any corresponding gain, or the 
craving for pleasurable sensations arising from“ suitable soft voluntaries ” 
would incite the wealthier abstentionist congregants to clamour for ** Sunday 
services.” Ultimately, Sabbath services in Hebrew would be discarded 
altogether, and we should wake up one fine morning to fiud Jews flocking to 
synagogue on Sunday, where prayers in the vernacular, with organ recitals, 
would be in full blast. Absit omen! For my part, I sav, ** better the ills we 
bear than the ills we wot-not of.” Sunday services in English are for me, at 
any rate, unthinkable ; and yet I should like to have an organ in the syna- 
gogue if it were within the compass of things reasonably attainable.

Moral Instruction.

ground which is common to all theological and non-theological bodies.

SOUP KITCHEN.

In anticipation of the annual meeting to be held next Wednesday, the annual 
report of the Jewish Soup Kitchen has just been issued. It states that last winter 
the applications for relief were in excess of those of the previous year. The benetits 
of the Kitchen were received by 1,669 families, representing approximately 8,500 
persons. (ving to this increase and the augmented price of provisions, the expendi-’ 
ture grew bv £515, and owing to a falling-otf of subscriptions a loan of £800 from the 
bankers had to be inenrred. There were thirty special distributions, as compared 
with thirtv-eight in 1906-7. The Committee do not anticipate any decrease in the 
number of applications for the bounty of the charity, and they make a strong appeal 
for increased support. |

Mr. Zangwill’s New Play. 


The Washington correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Tuesday :— 

Mr. Zangwill’s new play “ The Melting Pot” should score heavily in America, to 
judge by its reception here last night by a distinguished audience, including 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. “The Melting Pot” is the United States, the crucible 
in which peoples of every race and every «reed are cleansed from all impurities 
and fused into a single splendid nation, As an extreme instance of. this 
process, the author has taken the history of the love of a Russian Jew and 
the daughter of a Russian noble, who, at the head of his troops, was 
present at the slaughter of the young man’s pafents at the pogrom in Kishineff. 
He tells how the Jew went to New York to live meagrely upon his earnings asa 
musician: how he loved the girl, herself exiled because of revolutionary tendencies ; 
how he gave up his relations, whose clean but narrow life is admirably sketched, to 
follow her until the arrival of her father, whose face. the hated, haunting face of the 
murderer of his parents, dramatically drove him back to orthodoxy. But in the end, 
the American spirit of hope and freedom from past associations triumphs, the tradi- 


tions of centuries go by the board, and the twoare joined. The Jewish hero is made 


the mouthpiece of Mr. Zangwill’s conceptions of the future of America, and his 
brilliant eunlogies upon the possibilities of the country for those oppressed at home 
were vigorously applauded, especially by Mr. Roosevelt." The part was well played 
by Mr, Walter Witeside, a young American actor. Besides the elaboration of the 
idea of the melting pot, a strong protest ran through the play against the treatment 
of the Jews in Russia, and a touch of humour was lent to it by the merciless ridicule 
heaped upon the rich young American “ Waster,” to further whose hopeless suit for 
the hand of his daughter the Russian oflicer crossed the ocean. After being given 
here and in Baltimore the play goes to New York, where, with ‘a little pruning, it 
should succeed. At present the real dramatic interest of some of the scenes is marred 
by too great strength and a tendency to repetition.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


To-night we usher in the Feast of. Tabernacles. It 
is the most picturesque as it certainly is the most 


Joyful of all our festivals. ‘And ye shall rejoice before 


the Lord your God.” 

In the Holy Land the beautifal water-carriers’ 
festival must have heen a lovely sight, and the account 
of the lights and torches and music in Jerusalem during 
this week of the pilgrims, brings vividly before us the 
sight of the happy throngs of Israelites singing, along 
its streets, hymns of gratitude and thanksgiving to 
the Giver of all good for His bounties at this Feast of 
In-gathering. “ Happy the eye that beheld all these!” 

Yet we are still able to rejoice in those ordinances 
enjoined on us for the Feast of Suecoth, even though 
the Temple stands no longer on its ancient site.’ We 
can still rejoice in the Suceah, in the beauteous fruit and 
stately palm, the fragrant myrtle, and the graceful 
willow. 

Nirst, there is the Suceah, the emblem of Divine 
protection. Its leafy boughs, its roof, through which 
the stars, “ the thoughts of God in the Heavens,” shine 
down upon us, do they not typify “the tabernacle fora 
shadow in the day-time from the heat, and for a refuge 
and a covert from storm and from rain ”—the shadow 
of the wings of the Almighty, spread over us to shield 
us alike from the heat of the battle of life and from 
the storms and rains of our daily existence ? 

But we do not always realise the blessing and the 
need of this protection. 

I knew a little boy who, when asked by his mother 
if he said his prayers morning and evening, answered 
hesitatingly : “I say my prayers in the evening, but not 
always in the morning.” “ But, why not, dear ?”” “ Well, 
you see, at night Lask God to take care of me through the 
—_ night, but, in the daytime, I can take care of my- 
self!” . 

How many there are, dear boys and girls, who think 
they are quite able to take care of themselves ! 

To all of us the Suceah teaches the lesson of our 
frailty and our dependence on the love and care of the 
All-Merciful. Through the leaves we see “ the Heavens, 
which declare the glory of God and the firmament 
which sheweth His handiwork.” Its boughs speak of the 
goodly trees, which clothe His world with beauty, and 
its fruits are emblems of His beneficence and bounty. 

Yet the Succah teaches us, also, that like the 
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
